PROCEEDINGS. 

The  Thirteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  T.  R.  0.  Grove  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association  was  held  with  the  Sandy  Run  Church 
near  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  October  16 — 18,  1902.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Jones  at  12:30,  p.  m.,  who 
stated  the  surrounding  circumstances,  the  death  of  the  Modera- 
tor, J.  W.  Wilkins,  who  was  Moderator  of  the  Association  held 
at  Jenkins  Chapel  and  until  his  successor  is  kuown.  He  also 
stated  that  on  the  account  of  the  rumor  of  small  pox  near  Pol- 
loksville,  the  Assistant  Moderator,  Rev.  J.  D.  White,  could  not 
attend  the  Association.  And  after  invoking  God's  blessings 
upon  the  Association  for  her  future  success,  Rev.  T.  Pearson 
was  introduced  to  preach  the  Introductory  sermon,  associated 
by  Rev.  W.  J.  H.  Carter,  who  opened  services  by  lining  and 
singing  hymn  226.  The  speaker  read  as  Scripture  lesson  the 
10th  chapter  of  Romans.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  H. 
Moore,  and  hymn  125  was  sung  with  great  pathos. 

The  speaker  announced  his  subject,  "Christian  Fidelity." 
Text:  Mark  11:27,  "Have  faith  in  God."  The  sermon  was  rich 
and  pathetic.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Bro.  Thomas  Enett.  The 
names  of  delegates  were  enrolled  and  officers  elected  as  follows: 
Rev.  J.  W.  Tate,  Moderator;  Rev.  W.  H.  Moore,  Assistant  Mod- 
erator; Bro.  J.  A.  Hill,  Secretary;  Bro.  W.  G.  Stanford,  Assist- 
ant Secretary;  Rev.  J.  E.  Everett,  Treasurer;  Rev.  W.  A.  Wil- 
liams, Orator  or  the  day.  Rev.  P.  Smith  and  Rev.  A.  J.  Jones 
escorted  the  officers  to  their  respective  seats  while  the  congrega- 
tion sang  "My  soul  be  on  thy  guard,"  etc.  The  officers  arose  in 
order  and  gave  thanks  to  the  Association  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  them.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  also  extended  to  the  ex-offi- 
cials. The  Moderator  appointed  Rev.  R.  J.  Moore  to  preach  at 
night,  associated  by  Bro.  Thomas  Enett. 

The  Association  adjourned  to  meet  the  next  day  at  9:30,  a. 
m.    Doxology.    Benediction  by  the  Moderator. 

FIRST  DAY'S  NIGHT  SERVICES. 

The  congregation  re-assembled  at  7:30  p.  m.  Rev.  R.  J. 
Moore  ascended  the  rostrum,  associated  by  Bro.  Thomas  Enett. 
Bro.  Enett  lined  hymn  235,  "Dark  was  the  night  and  cold  the 
ground,"  etc.,  which  was  sung  by  the  congregation  in  a  very 
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familiar  tune  and  with  much  spiritual  earnestness.  Rev.  R.  J. 
Moore  read  as  Scripture  lesson,  John  9:1-9.  Prayer  was  offered 
by  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson.  Second  hymn,  342.  "Blest  be  the  tie 
that  binds."  Rev.  Moore  announced  as  his  subject;  "Love  to 
one  another."  Text:  John  13:34,  "A  new  commandment  I  give 
unto  you,"  etc.  The  sermon  was  short  and  sweet.  At  the  close 
of  the  meeting  the  Moderator  made  a  few  brief  remarks  of  wel- 
come. Rev.  J.  E.  Everett  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Brown  waited  on  the 
congregation  while  spiritual  songs  were  sung  and  a  collection  of 
$2.00  was  taken  up.

The  Modera- 
tor read  for  his  morning's  Scriptural  lesson  Psalms  24th.  Prayer 
by  Rev.  Gr.  H.  Rhodes.  Second  hymn  580,  "The  throne  of  grace," 
was  sung  by  the  Association.  The  roll  of  delegates  was  called 
and  Minutes  of  the  first  day's  session  were  read  and  approved. 
The  Rules  of  Order  and  Constitution  were  read  and  re-adopted.

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SECOND  DAY'S  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Association  re-assembled  at  1:30  p.  m.  The  Modera- 
tor lined  hymn  153,  "God  moves  in  a  mysterious  way,"  etc., 
which  was  sung  with  united  voices.  The  Asst.  Moderator  read 
for  the  opening,  Acts  15:1 — 24.  Rev.  J.  E.  Everett  fervently 
addressed  the  throne  of  grace,  Second  hymn,  698,  "Sow  in  the 
morn  thy  seed,"  etc.  The  Moderator  announced  the  meeting 
open  for  business. 

Bros.  W.  T.  Johnson  and  George  Brown  were  invited  to  sit 
with  the  ministers  and  delegates  and  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
the  Association,  except  that  of  voting. 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning's  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. The  roll  of  delegates  was  called  and  three  names  en- 
rolled. 

The  Committee  on  Devotional  exercises  reported:  That  the 
Association  meet  at  10  a.  m.;  adjourn  at  12  o'clock;  meet  at  1:30

and  preaching  each  night  at  7  o'clock.  Bro.  M.  L.  Howard  was 
selected  to  preach  at  the  stand,  associated  by  Rev.  0,  H.  Brown. 
Rev.  W.  H.  Moore  gave  some  striking  features  concerning  edu- 
cational and  religious  training.

The  Committee  on  Special  Sermons  made  their  report. 
Report  received  and  committee  discharged. 

Adjourned.    Doxology.    Benediction  by  the  Moderator 

SECOND  DHY'S  NIGHT  SESSION". 

The  congregation  re-assembled  for  religious  services  at  7 
o'clock  p.  m.  Rev.  W.  A.  Williams  read  as  Scripture  lesson  a 
portion  of  the  2d  chapter  of  2d  Timothy.  Rev.  M.  B.  Bryan 
lined  hymn  203,  "My  God  the  spring  of  all  my  joys."  The 
Moderator  introduced  Eev.  W.  A.  Williams  to  preach  the  Edu- 
cational sermon.  The  speaker  took  as  a  Text:  Second  Timothy, 
2:15.  The  sermon  was  full  of  logical  truths  and  the  text  was 
eloquently  and  philosophically  illustrated.  Rev.  A.  J.  Jones 
addressed  the  throne  of  grace.  Collection  $4.15.  "Blessed  as- 
surance Jesus  is  mine,"  was  sung  by  the  congregation.  Bene- 
diction by  the  Moderator. 

THIRD  DAY'S  MORNING  SESSION.

which  was  sung  by  the  Association.  The  Moderator  read  as 
Scripture  lesson  the  15th  chapter  of  Romans.  Hymn  462,  "I 
love  thy  cries,"  etc.,  was  led  by  the  Assistant  Moderator.  Prayer 
by  Bro,  J.  W.  Hemby.  The  roll  of  delegates  was  called  and  the 
minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  and  approved.  Rev. 
W.  J.  H.  Carter  was  sent  to  the  stand  to  preach  at  11  a.  m.,  as- 
sociated by  Bro.  J.  W.  Hemby.

The  Association  donated  $5.00  to  the  Field  Missionary  for 
the  faithful  Christian  effort  to  work  for  the  Master.  Rev.  J.  E. 
Everett  was  re-appointed  on  the  field  but  he  declined  the  ap- 
pointment. 

The  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  made  their  report.  Re- 
port received  and  committee  discharged. 

Adjournment.    Doxology.    Benediction  by  the  Moderator. 
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THIRD  DAY'S  AFTERNOON"  SESSION. 

The  Association  re-assembled  at  1:30  p.  m.  The  Assistant 
Moderator  lined  hymn  488,  and  the  Moderator  read  as  Scripture 
lesson,  9th  Psalms.  Prayer  by  Bro.  Ellis  Hall.  Hymn  762, 
"In  all  my  Lord's  appointed  ways,"  was  sung  by  the  Association. 
The  roll  of  Delegates  was  called  and  Minutes  of  the  morning's 
session  were  read  and  approved.  Rev.  B.  E.  Davis  was  sent  to 
the  stand  to  preach,  associated  by  Rev.  I.  P.  Lovitt. 

By  order  of  the  Association  a  Field  Missionary  was  left  to 
Executive  Committee  for  appointment. 

Standing  Executive  Committee,  Revs.  T.  Pearson,  A.  J. 
Jones,  P.  Smith,  J.  W.  Tate,  B.  E.  Davis  and  W.  H.  Moore,  or- 
ganized by  electing  Rev.  W.  H,  Moore,  chairman  and  Rev.  A.  J. 
Jones,  secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  reported  and  were  discharged. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  reported  and  were  discharged. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Education  was  re-committed. 

Brothers,  E.  Hall,  B.  McClamy,  C.  Toodle  and  R.  Thomp- 
son were  excused. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  Pearson,  the  Association  shall  turn 
over  to  the  Educational  Board  the  amount  of  money  collected 
from  each  church  for  that  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  made  their  report  which  was 
received  and  committee  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  S,  N.  Henderson  the  twelfth  Article  of 
the  Constitution  was  changed  to  read  "Wednesday"  instead  of 
"Thursday." 

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Letters  made  their  report 
and  were  discharged. 

The  churches  that  were  unable  to  be  represented  in  the 
Association  were  required  to  report  at  the  Ministerial  Board  at 
Polloksville,  N.  C,  November  29th,  1902. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Education  was  received  and 
committee  discharged. 

Brother  D.  C.  Chadwick  was  excused  for  home. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Everett  was  appointed  to  preach  the  Temperance 

sermon  at  7  p.  m.,  associated  by  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson. 

The  circulars  from  the  Publication  Society  were  read  and 
approved. 
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Brother  Thomas  Enett  was  allowed  a  collection  for  traveling 
expenses  from  the  Association  to  his  home  at  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

By  order  of  the  Executive  Board,  Rev.  A.  B.  Biddle's  name 
is  dropped  from  the  ministers.  And  all  licentiate  ministers  shall 
attend  the  Associations  and  pay  50  cents  each  annually,  and  on 
their  failure  to  pay,  each,  the  50  cents  required,  their  names  shall 
be  dropped  from  the  list,  unless  a  providential  excuse  or  hinder- 
ance  in  such  instances  the  Association  may  decide. 

By  order  of  the  Executive  Board  the  Treasurer  paid  to 
Moderator  Tate  $2.00;  Asst.  Moderator  Moore  $1.00;  Treasurer 
Everett  $2.50,  and  Asst.  Secretary  Stanford  $2.50. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  A.  Williams,  the  Association  adjourn 
to  meet  again  on  Wednesday  before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  Oc- 
tober, 1903,  at  Town  Creek,  near  Verona,  N.  C,  at  10  a.  m. 

The  Association  sang  for  its  closing,  "God  be  with  you  till 
we  meet  again,"  with  extended  hands  of  fellowship.  Benediction 
by  the  Moderator. 

THIRD  DAY'S  NIGHT  SERVICES. 

At  7:30  p.  m.  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson  opened  services  by  lin- 
ing hymn  760,  "There  is  a  battle  to  be  fought,"  which  was  sung 
with  the  spirit:  He  also  read  as  Scripture  lesson,  5th  chapter  of 
Thessalonians.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Rhodes;  2d 
hymn,  764.  Rev.  J.  W.  Tate  introduced  Rev.  J.  E.  Everett  to 
preach  the  Temperance  sermon,  associated  by  Rev.  S.  N.  Hen- 
derson. The  speaker  announced  the  subject,  "Be  sober."  Text; 
1st  Peter,  5:8.  The  sermon  was  very  striking  in  condemning 
excessiveness  in  all  carnal  things.  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson  said 
that  only  the  Ball  of  the  power  of  God  and  fire  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  would  cause  a  man  to  be  fully  sober  and  temperate  in  all 
things.  He  said  without  the  application  of  the  Holy  Spirit  a 
person  would  be  synonymous  to  the  serpent  which  had  several 
heads,  and  each  head  on  the  same  neck.  When  one  was  cut  off 
another  would  grow  out  more  vigorous  than  the  first.  A  fervent 
prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Moore.  A  collection  of  $5.30 
was  taken  up. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  people  of  Sandy  Run 
locality  for  their  kind  hospitality  in  entertaining  the  members 
and  visitors  of  the  Association.    Benediction  by  Moderator. 
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SUNDAY  MORNING'S  SERVICES. 

The  congregation  thronged  around  the  stand  as  early  as  10 
o'clock,  and  at  11  o'clock  Rev.  G.  W.  Rhodes  introduced  services 
by  lining  and  leading  hymn  571,  "This  is  the  day  the  Lord  has 
made,"  which  was  sung  with  great  earnestness  by  the  congrega- 
tion. Rev.  A.  J.  Jones  read  as  Scripture  lesson  a  part  of  the 
4th  chapter  of  Deuteronomy.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  P. 
Smith,  2d  hymn  57,  "Safe  through  another  week '  was  re-echoed 
through  the  atmospheric  regions. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Jones  being  selected  to  preach  the  Missionary 
sermon,  took  for  his  Text:  Luke  4:18,  "The  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
is  upon  me;  because  he  has  anointed  me  to  preach  the  gospel." 
The  speaker  announced  as  his  subject,  "The  proper  observence 
of  the  Christian  Sabbath."  The  sermon  was  rich  and  enthusing. 
He  said  "the  people  in  a  general  way  try  to  make  excuses  for 
Sabbath  breaking;  but  their  excuses  were  not  generally  sufficient 
to  justify  them  for  so  doing."  "The  day  belongs  to  God  alone," 
was  led  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Rhodes.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Brother 
Thomas  Enett.  A  collection  of  $6.30  was  taken  up  by  the  sec- 
retary.   Benediction  by  the  Moderator.

1.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  of  the  preced- 
ing session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  made  known.  In  case 
of  his  absence,  a  chairman  pro  tern  shall  be  elected. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  to  be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  presiding  officer  may- 
name. 

3.  At  each  daily  session,  and  previous  to  proceeding  to  business 
the  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  called,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  previous  daily  session  read. 

4.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other 
that  courtesy  that  become  christians. 

5.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
presiding  officer.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question 
under  debate,  and  avoid  all  personalities. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  permission. 

7.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitly  stated  by  the  presiding 
officer  before  discussion. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  its  discussion. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  motion  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend  or 
postpone  indefinitly,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 

10.  After  a  motion  is  decided,  any  member  having  voted  in  the 
majority,  may  move  for  a  reconsideration. 

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  during  the  session  of  the  As- 
sociction,  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer  and  no  one  shall 
take  final  leave  of  absence  without  permission  from  the  Association, 
If  anyone  shall  do  so,  their  absence  shall  be  noticed  in  the  minutes. 

12.  All  questions  except  such  as  relate  to  the  constitution  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

13.  This  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subject 
shall  be  admitted  to  its  consideration. 

14.  These  rules  of  order  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  ses- 
sion of  the  Association  by  a  majority  of  votes. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

Trent  Riyer  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  and  known  as  The  Trent  River 
Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association, 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  men;  and  the  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  coufoimity  to  the 
Mew  Testament. 

Art.  3.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  and  delegates  chosen  by 
the  churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Art.  4.  The  delegates  from  each  church  shall  bear  a  letter  certifying  their  ap- 
pointment, and  communicating  information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator  and  Assistant  Mod- 
erator, Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  annually  chosen  from 
among  its  members  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  its  members  voting,  and  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  enforce  an  observance  of  the 
Constitution,  preserve  order,  appoint  committees,  decide  all  questions  of  order,  give 
his  opinion  on  any  question  under  discussion  after  others  have  spoken,  and  give  the 
casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  annual 
session,  and  to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  minutes  and  distribution  of  the  same 
among  the  churches. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  funds  sent  up  by  the 
churches  or  collected  during  the  session  of  this  body,  and  disburse  the  same  as  ordered 
by  the  Association.  He  shall  make  to  the  Association  an  annual  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Treasury. 

Art.  9.  The  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  not 
less  than  five  or  more  than  seven  members,  which  committee  shall  have  the  superin- 
tendence of  Associational  missions  and  colportage.  They  shall  have  power  to  disburse 
all  sums  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  for  the  objects  under  their  charge 
and  during  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  this  body,  to  receive  and  disburse  funds 
for  those  objects,  and  to  take  such  steps  for  their  advancement  as  they  shall  deem 
advisable,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  their  doings. 

Art.  10.  This  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  of  her  churches 
which  neglect  to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

Art.  11.  This  Association  may  invite  visiting  and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats, 
and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association  except  that  of  voting. 

Art.  12.  The  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  commence  on  Wednesday 
before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  13.  By  appointment  of  this  Association,  there  shall  be  an  Introductory  Ser- 
mon of  a  denominational  character,  and  a  Missionary  Sermon,  and  a  Temperance 
Sermon,  and  an  Educational  Sermon. 

Art.  14.  We  recommend  that  we  will  not  recognize  any  minister  in  our  stands 
until  he  has  presented  his  credentials  and  recommendations  from  said  church  and 
association,  and  we  will  not  fellowship  any  minister  who  receives  any  disorderly 
member  from  any  of  our  churches  within  the  bounds  of  our  Association. 

Art.  15.  We  recommend  that  none  of  our  churches  in  this  Association  shall  elect 
any  minister  as  their  pastor  until  he  has  presented  his  credentials  and  recommenda- 
tions from  his  church  and  association  which  he  is  a  member  of. 

Art.  16.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Session  of  the  Trent  River  Oakey 
Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association  was  held  with  the  Town 
Creek  Church,  near  Verona,  N.  C,  October  14th— 16th,  1903. 
After  a  consultation  among  the  elders  and  dinner  having  been 
served,  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  W.  Tate  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
1:30  P.  M.,  and  opened  by  singing  hymn  No.  640,  "Blest  be  the 
tie  that  binds,"  theme  "Christian  fellowship,"  and  reading  as 
scripture  lesson  37th  division  of  the  Psalms.  Rev.  W.  H.  Moore 
ascended  the  throne  of  grace.  Second  selection  No.  835,  "Once 
more  we  meet  to  pray,"  was  sung  with  singleness  of  heart.  Rev. 
J.  W.  Tate  introduced  Rev.  J.  E.  Everett  to  preach  the  Intro- 
ductory sermon,  associated  by  Rev.  S.  Hill.  The  speaker  lined 
hymn  No.  637,  "I  love  thy  kingdom  Lord,"  etc.,  which  was  sung 
by  the  congregation.  Rev.  S.  Hill  read  St.  Luke  10:  1-12,  and 
offered  prayer. 

Hymn  No.  674,  "Oh  for  a  faith  that  will  not  shrink,"  was 
sung  with  much  pathos.  The  speaker  took  for  his  text  Col. 
3:  15,  "Let  the  peace  of  God  rule  in  the  heart,"  etc.  Theme  of 
his  discourse  was  "God's  rule."  He  gave  the  logos  in  a  clear  and 
logical  manner.  He  further  stated  that  for  a  man  to  be  obedient, 
humble,  truthful,  faithful  and  to  overcome  the  world,  flesh  and 
satan,  he  must  let  God  rule  in  his  heart.  In  fact  the  sermon 
was  short  and  rich,  setting  forth  in  a  soul -stirring  manner  God's 
own  plan.  After  the  sermon  Rev.  A,  J.  Jones  (pastor  of  Town 
Creek  Church)  welcomed  all  preachers,  delegates  and  visiting 
friends  to  all  the  associational  privileges. 

The  names  of  delegates  next  enrolled,  and  the  house  went 
into  organization  as  a  committee  of  the  whole  for  its  officers.

H.  J.  Hemby,  Assis- 
tant Clerk.  L.  P.  Pollock,  Treasurer.  Rev.  T.  Pearson,  Orator 
of  the  Day.  The  visiting  and  corresponding  delegates  were  made 
welcome  to  all  the  associational  privileges  except  that  of  voting. 

Revs.  D.  J.  Avery  and  J.  T.  Bennett  introduced  themselves 
in  an  humble  way  as  state  missionaries  of  a  profound  character. 
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The  Moderator  appointed  J.  E.  Kornegay,  J.  Q.  A.  Mitchell 
and  J.  H.  Henderson  as  committee  on  devotional  exercises.  Rev. 
L  P.  Lovitt  was  appointed  to  preach  at  night,  associated  by  Bro. 
M.  L.  Howard.  The  association  adjourned  to  meet  the  next  day 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.   Doxology.    Dismission  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Moore. 

First  Day's  Night  Services. 

The  congregation  re-assembled  at  8  P.  M.  Bro.  M.  L.  How- 
ard read  as  scripture  lesson  the  5th  chapter  of  the  Ecclesiastes. 
Hymn  No.  230  was  piped  through  the  human  organs  of  clay 
with  much  spirit.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  reader.  Rev.  I.  P. 
Lovitt  took  for  his  text  Isaiah  28 :  20.  The  sermon  was  short 
and  spicy.  Hymn  No.  222  was  sung  and  prayer  offered  by  Rev. 
P.  Hicks.    At  the  close  a  collection  of  $2.20  was  taken  up.

After  the  appointment  of  the  committees  Rev.  D.  J.  Avery 
a  missionary  from  the  State  Convention  came  forward  and  asked 
the  association  to  help  sing  a  few  verses  of  "In  the  cross  I  am 
anchored,"  etc.  Then  he  explained  the  necessity  of  feeling  our 
brothers  care  by  exercising  brotherly  love  and  extending  our 
heart  felt  simplicity  in  helping  the  needy  fellow  creatures  who 
are  not  able  to  help  themselves.  He  spoke  of  the  dark  ages  in 
which  our  parents  lived  which  made  quite  a  contrast  at  this  age. 
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He  seemed  to  speak  in  words  which  clearly  explained  a  christians 
duty  to  God  our  Father  and  man  our  brother.  At  the  closing 
of  his  lecture  on  missionary  work  a  collection  of  $10.56  was 
quickly  taken  up  for  mission  aid.  He  returned  many  thanks 
for  the  liberal  contribution  for  missionary  purposes.

Second  selection 
No.  835,  "Once  more  we  meet  to  pray,"  etc.,  was  blended  together 
almost  as  though  it  were  an  angelic  choir.    The  roll  of  delegates 
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was  called  and  the  minutes  of  the  last  evenings  session  and'  ser- 
vices were  read  and  approved.

The  corresponding  delegates  who  were  appointed  to  the  dif- 
ferent associations  were  pardoned  on  their  part  for  their  non- 
attendance. 

The  report  of  committee  on  Clerk  Services  was  received  and 
committee  discharged. 

The  committee  on  Finance  and  Letters  made  their  report 
and  were  released. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Publication  was  received 
and  committee  discharged. 

The  committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  reported  as  follows: 
that  Rev.  W.  H.  Moore  preach  the  Temperance  Sermon  at  the 
stand  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.  associated  by  Rev.  T.  Pearson. 

Adjournment  for  preaching.  Doxology.  Benediction  by 
Rev.  A.  J.  Jones. 

Third  Day's  11  O'clock  Services. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  preaching  at  the  stand,  Rev. 
W.  H.  Moore  ascended  the  stand  and  after  services  had  been 
opened  by  singing  and  prayer,  he  took  as  a  text  for  the  Temper- 
ance sermon  Eph.  5:  18,  "Be  not  drunk,"  etc.  He  said  in  his 
discourse  that  there  are  three  great  powers  in  the  world,  first 
Woman,- second  Money,  third  Wine.  He  said  in  words  synony- 
mous that  men  are  generally  drunk  at  least  on  one  of  the  three 
powers.  He  gave  several  graphic  explanations  concerning  the 
exigency  of  eliminating,  sub-eluring  governing  these  three  great 
powers.  Rev.  T.  Pearson  his  associate  made  a  few  remarks  as  a 
witness  of  the  equilibrium  of  his  sermon. 

A  collection  of  $2.41  was  taken  up  at  the  close  of  his  sermon.

At  1:30  P.  M.,  the  Moderator  introduced  services  by  lining 
hymn  No.  153,  "God  moves  in  a  mysterious  way,"  etc.,  and  read 
lst.Cor.,  14th  chapter.    Prayer  by  Rev.  P.  Hicks.    Second  selec- 
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tion  No.  271,  "All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name,"  etc.,  was  joy- 
fully sung  by  the  audience.  The  roll  of  delegates  was  called 
and  the  minutes  of  the  forenoon  session  was  read  and  approved. 

The  committee  on  Special  Sermons  made  their  report  and 
were  discharged. 

The  Executive  Committee  made  their  report  and  were  re- 
leased. 

Rev.  R.  P.  Lawson  was  received  and  fellowshipped  as  a  min- 
ister and  member  of  this  Oakey  Grove  M.  B.  Association.. 

A  resolution  was  passed  commending  the  literature  and 
work  of  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  urging 
the  use  of  their  periodicals  in  our  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools, 
and  to  contribute  to  its  request  for  missionary  purposes. 

The  committee  on  Time  and  Place  made  their  report  and 
were  discharged. 

A  resolution  that  the  Association  shall  meet  on  Wednesday 
and  adjourn  on  Friday  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  made  the  following 
report,  that  Rev.  R.  P.  Lawson  preach  the  three  o'clock  sermon, 
associated  by  Rev.  P.  Hicks.  The  speaker  took  as  a  text  Jonah 
3:  2.  He-  preached  a  soul  stirring  sermon  which  was  much 
pleasing  to  his  hearers. 

A  resolution  that  the  Training  Institute  near  Polloksville, 
N.  C.  shall  be  controlled  by  this  association  was  recived  and 
adopted.  Bro.  J.  E.  Kornegay  came  forward  with  a  voice  like 
peals  of  thunder  asked  the  association  and  friends  to  show  their 
sympathies  for  this  Training  Institute  by  reaching  down  in  their 
pockets  and  give  a  liberal  collection.  He  urged  the  patrons  to 
support  it  not  only  by  conversation  but  by  a  steady  contribution, 
so  that  the  good  work  may  ascend  to  the  highest  limits  of  science 
and  arts.  At  the  close  of  his  speech  a  contribution  of  $5.15  was 
donated  to  the  Training  Institute.

The  congregation  re-assembled  at  7:30  P.  M.  Services  was 
opened  by  singing  No.  886,  "Assemble  at  thy  great  command," 
etc.  The  3rd  chapter  of  the  book  of  Jonah  was  read  as  scripture 
lesson.  Prayer  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Williams.  Second  hymn  No.  807, 
"Great  the  motions  of  the  earth,"  etc.  Rev.  J.  W.  Tate  having 
been  selected  to  preach  the  Missionary  Sermon  took  for  his  text 
Matt.  28:  16-19.  Theme,  "Go  ye  and  teach  all  nations,"  etc. 
The  speaker  theologized  his  sermon  in  a  most  entertaining  man- 
ner.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  and  known  as  The  Trent  River 
Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  men;  and  the  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  to  the 
New  Testament. 

Art.  3.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  and  delegates  chosen  by 
the  churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Art.  4.  The  delegates  from  each  church  shall  bear  a  letter  certifying  their  ap- 
pointment, and  communicating  information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator  and  Assistant  Mod- 
erator, Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  annually  chosen  from 
among  its  members  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  its  membsrs  voting,  and  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  enforce  an  observance  of  the 
Constitution,  preserve  order,  appoint  committees,  decide  all  questions  of  order,  give 
his  opinion  on  any  question  under  discussion  after  others  have  spoken,  and  give  the 
casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  record  the  proceeding  of  each  annual 
session,  and  to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  minutes  and  distribution  of  the  same 
among  the  churches. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  funds  sent  up  by  the 
churches  or  collected  during  the  session  of  this  body,  and  disburse  the  same  as  ordered 
by  the  Association.  He  shall  make  to  the  Association  an  annual  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Treasury. 

Art.  9.  The  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  not 
less  than  five  or  more  than  seven  members,  which  committee  shall  have  the  superin 
tendence  of  Associational  missions  and  colportage.  They  shall  have  power  to  disburse 
all  sums  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  for  the  objects  under  their  charge 
and  during  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  this  body,  to  receive  and  disburse  funds 
for  those  objects,  and  to  take  such  steps  for  their  advancement  as  they  shall  deem, 
advisable,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  their  doings. 

Art.  10.  This  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  of  her  churches 
which  neglect  to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

Art.  11.  This  Association  may  invite  visiting  and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats 
and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association  except  that  of  voting. 

Art.  12.  The  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  commence  on  Wednesday 
before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  13.  By  appointment  of  this  Association,  there  shall  be  an  Introductory  Ser- 
mon of  a  denominational  character,  and  a  Missionary  Sermon,  and  a  Temperance 
Sermon,  and  an  Educational  Sermon. 

Art.  14.  That  we  will  not  receive  any  minister  in  our  Association  or  staud,  until 
he  has  presented  his  credentials  and  recommendations  from  said  Church  and  Associa- 
tion; and  on  payment  of  $1.00  he  mas  become  a  member  of  this  Association.  We  will 
not  fellowship  any  of  our  churches  who  receive  any  disorderly  member  from  any  of 
our  churches  within  the  bounds  of  our  Association. 

Art.  15.  We  recommend  that  none  of  our  churches  in  this  Association  shall  elec- 
any  minister  as  their  pastor  until  he  has  presented  his  credentials  and  recommendat 
tions  from  his  church  and  association  which  he  is  a  member  of. 

Art.  16.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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Rules  of  Order. 


1.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  of  the  preced- 
ing session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  made  known.  In  case 
of  his  absence,  a  chairman  pro  tem  shall  be  elected. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  to  be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  presiding  officer  may 
name. 

3.  At  each  daily  session,  and  previous  to  proceeding  to  business 
the  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  called,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  previous  daily  session  read. 

4.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other 
that  courtesy  that  become  christians. 

5.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
presiding  officer.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question 
under  debate,  and  avoid  all  personalities. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  permission. 

7.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding 
officer  before  discussion. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  its  discussion. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  motion  or- proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend  or 
postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 

10.  After  a  motion  is  decided,  any  member  having  voted  in  the 
majority,  may  move  for  a  reconsideration. 

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  during  the  session  of  the  As- 
sociction,  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer  and  no  one  shall 
take  final  leave  of  absence  without  permission  from  the  Association. 
If  anyone  shall  do  so,  their  absence  shall  be  noticed  in  the  minutes. 

12.  All  questions  except  such  as  relate  to  the  constitution  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

13.  This  Asssciation  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subject 
shall  be  admitted  to  its  consideration. 

14.  These  rules  of  order  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  ses- 
sion of  the  Association  by  a  majority  of  votes.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

Forty-Fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Trent  River  Oakey 
Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association  Held  With  the 
Evening  View  Baptist  Church  Jacksonville,  N.  C. 
October  12, 13, 14  and  15,  1916 


Rev.  I.  N.  Elliott,  former  Moderator,  called  together  the 
Forty-Fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Trent  River  Oakey  Grove 
Missionary  Baptist  Association  at  3  P.  M.  and  lined  hymn  No. 
109,  "There  is  a  Land  of  Pure  Delight,"  which  was  sung  by 
the  congregation.  Scripture  lesson  4th  chapter  of  Ephesian. 
Rev.  J.  T.  Kerr  offered  prayer.  Second  hymn  No.  131,  "Oh 
for  a  Closer  Walk  with  God." 

Pastor  J.  E.  Kornegay  being  present  rose  and  in  a  few 
fitting  rema.ks  said,  my  friends  and  brethren,  I  always  deem 
it  a  great  pleasure  to  come  before  the  colored  people  of  this 
town  because  I  always  see  improvements  which  are  being 
made  by  them,  I  want  to  congratulate  you  this  evening  on 
what  you  are  doing.  While  at  the  present  I  feel  more  like 
preaching  than  rendering  a  welcome  address,  I  do  not  wel- 
come you  as  a  matter  of  form,  but  I  am  extending  to  you  a 
cordial  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  people,  all  the  people,  the 
white  people  as  well  as  the  colored  people  of  this  progressive 
town.  We  have  been  working  hard  to  enlarge  our  building 
for  the  accommodation  of  our  people.  We  want  each  brother, 
sister,  and  friend  to  feel  at  home  while  you  stay  among  us 
during  this  meeting. 

Deacon  W.  H.  Phillips  responded:  Jacksonville  and 
Georgetown  are  industrial  towns  where  most  every  man  can 
find  profitable  employment.  We  have  no  vagrants  here.  We 
want  you  visitors  to  know  more  about  Georgetown  and  Jack- 
sonville. We  are  rushing  things  here  every  day.  The  white 
people  of  Jacksonville  are  always  glad  to  have  the  good 
colored  people  of  the  State  to  come  to  our  town.  Friends 
our  calves,  poultry,  fish  and  oysters  are  prepared,  you  are 
welcome  to  all  good  eats  and  also  our  good  beds. 
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Rev.  J.  D.  White  next  welcomed  the  Association  on  be- 
half of  the  church,  he  said  in  part:  Bro.  Moderator,  it  becomes 
my  pleasant  duty  to  welcome  the  Association  to  this  church. 
This  welcome  began  a  year  ago  in  Trenton,  Jones  county,  it 
has  been  growing  intensely  ever  since.  We  have  been  look- 
ing with  anxious  hearts  to  this  hour,  yea  to  this  very  moment. 
We  shall  hope  and  endeavor  to  emphasize  your  welcome  each 
day  of  your  stay  with  us.  I  cannot  express  the  welcome  to 
you  as  it  could  be  expressed  by  the  four  hundred  voices  now 
echoing  the  welcome  which  I  am  attempting  to  extend. 

Rev.  J.  T.  Kerr,  S.  T.  B.,  said  in  part,  we  welcome  you 
my  brethren  because  you  are  representatives  of  a  cause  ap- 
proved by  our  Lord  and  master,  you  have  not  come  for  pleas- 
ure, you  have  not  come  here  to  Jacksonville  and  Georgetown 
to  receive  an  appointment  to  a  charge,  but  you  are  here  be- 
cause you  represent  the  great  cause  of  christian  education  and 
missions.  No  one  need  to  be  discouraged,  just  look  forward. 
We  should  support  and  have  one  among  the  best  of  secondary 
schools  in  our  midst.  Brother  Moderator  and  brethren,  we 
now  turn  over  our  church  to  you,  here's  the  key,  closing  the 
welcome  address. 

Motion  prevailed  for  names  of  delegates  and  members  to 
be  enrolled. 

Motion  that  the  house  go  into  the  election  of  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

A  committee  of  seven,  known  as  Nominating  Committee, 
were  appointed  who  retired  and  afterwards  returned  and  rec- 
ommended the  following  officers  for  the  ensuing  year: 

Rev.  j.  T.  Kerr,  S.  T.  B.,  Moderator. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Jones,  Vice-Moderator. 

Bro.  L.  M.  Williams,  Secretary. 

Prof.  W.  F.  Hill,  Assistant  Secretary. 

Rev.  J.  D.  White,  Treasurer. 

Rev.  L.  L.  Eden§,  Usher. 

Motion  that  said  officers  be  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Revs.  T.  Pearson  and  P.  F.  Murrell  were  chosen  to  es- 
cort the  newly  elected  officers  to  their  respective  seats,  while 
the  choir  rendered  music, -"Blest  be  the  Tie  that  Binds." 
Then  each  officer  complimented  the  body  for  conferring  such 
upon  them. 
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The  petitionary  letter  from  Evening  View  Chapel,  Jackson- 
ville, N.  0.  was  read  and  received.  Adjournment  was  in  order, 
"Jesus  lover  of  my  soul,"  etc.,  was  sung. 

Benediction  by  the  Moderator. 

Second  Day's  Night  Services. 

The  congregation  re-assembled  at  the  hour  appointed  and 
sang  several  hymns.  At  7:50  the  Rev.  A.  J,  Jones  ascended  the 
rostrum  associated  by  Rev.  J.  D.  White  who  read  for  scripture 
lesson  Duet.  4:  1-33,  and  sang  hymn  No.  163,  "God  moves  in  a 
mysterious  way,"  etc.,  Rev  R.  P.  Lawson  fervently  addressed  the 
throne  of  grace.  Second  selection  No.  228,  "Alas!  and  did  my 
Saviour  bleed,"  etc.,  was  sung  with  the  spirit. 

The  speaker  took  for  his  text  Prov.  16:  16,  "How  much 
better  to  get  wisdom  than  gold,"  etc.,  subject,  "Wisdom  better 
than  gold."  He  said  it  was  a  question  asked  to  be  considered, 
he  further  characterized  his  discourse  and  said  that  "there  are 
no  earthly  limitation  that  cannot  be  purchased  by  gold  or  its 
equivalents,  but  wisdom  extends  still  farther."

Adjournment  for  preaching.  Doxology.  Benediction  by 
Rev.  A.  J.  Jones. 

Third  Day's  11  O'clock  Services. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  preaching  at  the  stand,  Rev. 
W.  H.  Moore  ascended  the  stand  and  after  services  had  been 
opened  by  singing  and  prayer,  he  took  as  a  text  for  the  Temper- 
ance sermon  Eph.  5:  18,  "Be  not  drunk,"  etc.  He  said  in  his 
discourse  that  there  are  three  great  powers  in  the  world,  first 
Woman,  second  Money,  third  Wine.

Resolved,  That  we  co-operate  with  all  efforts  made  to  obliterate 
this  curse  from  this  fair  land  of  ours,  and  thus  help  to  preserve  the 
health  of  our  people,  that  when  we  have  the  opportunity  to  vote  as  we 
pray,  we  resolve  that  each  minister  judge  for  himself  whether  temp- 
erance or  intemperance  be  the  correct  way  of  living.  Furthermore 
the  use  of  intoxicants  is  an  unclean  habit,  and  since  cleanliness  is 
next  to  Godliness  no  christian  has  any  right  to  indulge  in  anything 
that  is  unclean,  and  as  Paul  says  in  Cor.  3rd.  verses  16  to  18,  "Know 
ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple;  of  God,  and  that  the  spirit  of  God 
dweleth  in  you,  if  any  man  defile  the  temple  of  God,  him  will  God 
destroy,  for  the  temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are."  Let  no 
man  deceive  himself.  If  any  man  among  us  seemeth  to  be  wise  in 
this  world  let  him  become  a  fool  that  he  may  be  wise,  for  the  wisdom 
of  this  world  is  foolishness  with  God,  for  it  is  written  he  taketh  the 
wise  in  their  own  craftiness. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  pastors  in  order,  set  a  good  ex- 
ample, refrain  from  all  strong  drinks  and  the  use  of  tobacco  and  use 
all  their  influence  to  help  save  the  men  who  will  soon  fill  their  places. 
Like  priest,  like  people.

This  attached  form  of  catalogue  gives  sufficient  information  on 
course  of  stucty,  expenses  and  regulations. 

This  school  is  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  Trent  River 
Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

LOCATION.  The  school  is  situated  on  the  West  side  of  the  A. 
C.  L.  R.  R.,  the  only  road  between  New  Bern  and  Wilmington.  It's 
about  one  half  mile  from  the  town  of  Jacksonville,  via  R.  R.,  and  one 
and  a  quarter  miles  to  court  house  via  county  road.  Geographically, 
the  location  is  full  of  interest.  The  soil,  a  deep  sandy  loam,  pro- 
duces potatoes,  peanuts,  cotton  and  corn  in  large  quantities.  It  is 
favored  with  congenial  winds  and  sparkling  pure  water. 

AIM.  The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  teach  young  people  to  respect 
themselves  and  to  respect  others  as  well,  and  to  form  correct  habits 
of  life,  give  them  the  proper  mental  discipline,  that  they  will  fit 
themselves  to  fill  with  honor  the  various  positions  of  trust  in  the  com- 
munities where  they  live. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  moral  side  of  training.  The 
school  is  not  sectarian. 

The  school  owns  2>y2  acres  of  land  and  three  buildings.  The 
main  building  is  the  school  building,  a  large  two  story  building  with 
auditorium,  recitation  rooms  and  accommodation  for  20  young  men,  a 
provision  arranged  for  young  men  boarding  department. 

MEMBERSHIP.  All  applicants  for  membership  must  have  a 
good  moral  standing.  Those  from  distance  must  furnish  letters  of 
recommendation. 

RULES.  Few  rules,  such  as  govern  the  best  regulated  homes 
are  given.  1 — Neatness  in  dress  and  person.  2 — Purity.  3 — Clean- 
liness of  desk,  books  and  room.  4 — Courteous  to  teachers  and  fellow 
students.  5 — Punctuality  in  duty,  earnest  devotion  to  study,  quiet- 
ness in  manner  in  all  movements.    6— Obedience  to  law  and  duty. 

LITERARY.  The  students  have  exercise  in  reading,  debating 
and  orating  as  often  as  twice  per  month. 

EXPENSES.  Tuition  according  to  grade,  from  60c.  to  $1.25. 
Tuition  and  board,  including  lights  and  laundry  for  boys  $7.50  per 
school  month;  for  girls  $6.50.  Girls  do  their  own  work.  Boys  are  to 
keep  their  rooms  in  good  condition. 

PRIVILEGES.  Students  are  expected  to  obe}T  orders  and  rules 
of  school.  They  are  not  allowed  to  leave  school  without  proper  per- 
mission. No  visiting  with  local  students.  Students  are  expected  to 
attend  Sunday  School  and  Church  of  their  choice  on  Sunday  at  11 
A.  M.  and  2:30  P.  M. 

OUR  NEEDS.  We  need  $1,000.00  to  complete  buildings  and 
better  equip  our  school;  $400.00  to  pay  indebtedness. 

We  had  105  students  in  attendance  last  term.  Three  counties 
are  represented.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  On  the  meeting-  of  the  Association  the  President  of  the  pre- 
ceding- session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  made  known.  In 
case  of  his  absence  the  Vice-President  fills  the  seat. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  At  each  daily  session  the  proceeding  of  the  business  session 
shall  be  read,  and  the  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  called;  and  no 
person  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  until  he  is  done  speaking-,  un- 
less he  is  out  of  order. 

4.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each 
other  that  courtesy  that  becomes  christians,  and  the  person  speaking- 
shall  in  nowise  reflect  on  the  person  who  spoke  before  him,  but  shall 
express  his  idea. 

5.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
President.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under  de- 
bate and  avoid  all  personalities. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  permission  from  the  President. 

7.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  Presi- 
dent before  discussion,  and  no  brother  shall  be  at  liberty  to  whisper 
during  the  time  another  brother  is  speaking. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  its  discussion.  The 
President  shall  not  interrupt  an}7  member  or  prohibit  his  speaking 
until  he  gives  his  idea  on  the  subject,  unless  he  violates  the  rules  of 
the  Association. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  motion  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend  or 
postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  started. 

10.  After  a  motion  is  decided,  any  member  having  voted  in  the 
majority,  may  move  for  a  reconsideration. 

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  during  the  session  of  the 
Asoociation  without  permission  of  the  President,  and  no  one  shall 
take  final  leave  of  absence  without  permission  from  the  Association. 
If  anyone  shall  do  so,  their  absence  shall  be  noticed  in  the  minutes. 

12.  All  questions  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

13.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subject 
shall  be  admitted  to  its  consideration. 

14.  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered  or  amemded  at  any 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  majority  of  votes. 
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Rules  of  Decorum  for  the  Churches 


1.  We  will  hold  four  council  meetings  in  the  year  for  the  trans- 
action of  business;  also  special  meetings  whenever  requisite. 

2.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  at  every  regular  meet- 
ing, and  there  shall  be  due  notice  taken  of  the  absence  of  those  who 
evince  a  disposition  to  absent  themselves. 

3.  At  every  council,  the  Pastor,  in  his  right  of  office,  shall  pre- 
side as  Moderator,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  council  shall  ap- 
point a  Moderator  pro-tem,  who  shall  open  the  council  with  devotion- 
al exercises. 

4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  Church  Book  in  which  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  council  shall  be  faithfully  transcribed,  and  at  every 
regular  meeting  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read 
immediately  after  the  names  are  called. 

5.  An  invitation  shall  be  given  to  the  Brethren  of  our  faith  and 
order  to  sit  with  us  in  council  who  shall  enjoj7  all  the  privileges  of 
the  meeting  except  that  of  voting. 

6.  Every  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  council  shall  be  in- 
troduced by  a  motion,  which  when  seconded  shall  be  debated  and 
acted  upon,  unless  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

7.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator  by  the 
appellation  of  brother,  aqd  coutinue  his  remarks  to  the  subject  under 
debate,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  twice  on  one  sub- 
ject, except  by  permission  of  the  church. 

8.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  council  without  permis- 
sion from  the  Moderator. 

9.  It  shall  be  required  that  in  all  matters  of  difference  between 
members,  before  complaint  is  made  to  the  church,  the  aggrieved  party 
shall  have  duly  attended  to  the  instruction  of  our  Lord's  Gospel  re- 
corded by  St.  Matthew,  11th  chapter,  16th,  17th  and  18th,  verses,  and 
public  offences  or  such  as  operate  against  the  peace  of  the  church 
shall  be  the  subject  of  discipline. 

10.  All  questions  submitted  to  the  council  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  except  receiving  members  to  fellowship;  and  any 
question  may  be  reconsidered  upon  the  motion  of  anyone  who  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

,  11.  The  Moderator  shall  propound  all  questions  for  vote — shall 
keep  the  speaker  to  the  subject  under  debate— may  express  his  own 
views,  after  others  are  done  speaking,  and  see  that  these  rules  are 
faithfully  observed. 

12.  These  Rules  of  Decorum  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  church. 

Resolved,  That  this  council  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fore- 
going Rules  to  all  the  churches  that  comprise  this  body. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  and  known 
as  the  Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  kingdom  among-  men,  and  the  means  of  accomplishing  this 
shall  be  in  strict  conformitory  to  the  New  Testament. 

Art.  3.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  and  dele- 
gates chosen  by  the  churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being 
entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Art.  4.  The  delegates  from  each  church  shall  bear  a  letter  certi- 
fying their  appointment,  and  communicating  information  relating  the 
state  of  the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator  and 
Assistant  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  its  members  by  ballot,  a  ma- 
jority of  its  members  voting,  and  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  enforce  an  ob- 
servance of  the  Constitution,  preserve  order,  appoint  committees,  de- 
cide all  questions,  give  his  opinion  on  any  question  under  discussion 
after  others  have  spoken,  and  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Aft.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  record  the  proceedings 
of  each  annual  session,  and  to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  min- 
utes and  distribution  of  the  same  among  the  churches. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  funds 
sent  up  by  the  churches  or  collected  during  the  session  of  this  body, 
and  disburse  the  same  as  ordered  by  the  Association.  He  shall  make 
to  the  Association  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury. 

Art.  9.  The  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  or  more  than  seven  members,  which 
committee  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  Association  missions  and 
colportage.  They  shall  have  power  to  disburse  all  sums  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Association  for  the  objects  under  their  charge  and 
during  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  this  body,  to  receive  arid 
disburse  funds  for  those  objects,  and  to  take  such  steps  for  their  ad- 
vancement as  they  shall  deem  advisable,  and  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Association  of  their  doings. 

Art.  10.  This  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any 
of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

Art.  11.  This  Association  may  invite  visiting  and  corresponding 
brethren  to  seats  and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  of  the  Asso- 
ciation except  that  of  voting. 
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Art.  12.  The  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  commence 
on  Thursday  before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  October,  at  such  place 
as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  13.  By  appointment  of  this  Association,  there  shall  be  an 
Introductory  Sermon  of  a  denominational  character,  an  Educational 
Sermon,  a  Temperance  Sermon,  a  Missionary  Sermon  and  a  Doc- 
trinal Sermon. 

Art.  14.  That  we  shall  not  receive  any  minister  in  our  Associa- 
tion or  pulpits  until  he  has  presented  his  credentials  and  recommen- 
dations from  said  church  and  Association  from  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber of,  and  upon  payment  of  $1.00  he  may  become  a  member  of  this 
Association.  We  will  not  fellowship  any  of  our  churches  who  receive 
any  disorderly  member  from  any  of  our  churches  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Association. 

Art.  15.  We  recommend  that  none  of  our  churches  in  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  elect  any  minister  as  their  pastor  until  he  has  presented 
his  credentials  and  recommendations  from  his  church  and  the  Asso- 
ciation which  he  is  a  member  of. 

Art.  16.  Each  church  shall  be  represented  by  sending-  20  cents 
to  the  Association,  10  cents  for  the  Association  and  10  cents  for  the 
Educational  School  Fundt  this  is  to  be  paid  by  each  member  yearly. 

Art.  17.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  ses- 
sion by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Collegiate  and 
Industrial  Training  School,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  corporation  is  composed  of, 
and  limited  to  the  members  of  the  Trent  River  Oake}T  Grove  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Association,  which  embraces  the  membership  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Churches,  (colored)  of  all  of  Onslow  County,  and  a 
portion  of  Carteret,  Craven,  Jones  and  Pender  Counties,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

All  others  wishing  to  become  members  may  do  so  by  paying  an 
annual  fee  of  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  for  each  male  and  Fifty  (50)  cents 
for  each  female  member,  to  become  due  on  the  1st  day  of  June  of  each 
year,  and  the  membership  of  all  such  members  shall  terminate  on  the 
1st  day  of  Jul}-,  unless  renewed  by  paying  annual  fee.  Provided 
however,  that  the  Association  by  a  majority  vote  may  deny  member- 
ship to  anyone  whenever  they  deem  it  to  the  best  interest  of  this  Cor- 
poration, or  revoke  the  membership  of  anyone  whenever  they  become 
detrimental  to  the  purposes  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  membership  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  represented 
in  all  membership  meetings,  by  the  Association,  which  is  composed 
of  the  several  pastors  and  three  (3)  delegates  from  each  church  or 
congregation,  elected  from  the  membership  of  said  churches  and  con- 
gregations, within  the  bounds  of  the  said  Association. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
from  Thursday  to  Saturday,  inclusive,  before  the  third  (3rd)  Sunda}* 
of  October  in  each  and  every  year  at  such  place  as  may  be  chosen, 
when  there  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  vote,  by  ballot,  fifteen  (15) 
directors  to  serve  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  pastors  and  delegates  each  shall  have  one  vote  on  all 
questions  except  the  election  of  directors,  and  then  each  shall  have 
one  vote  each,  for  the  full  number  of  directors  to  be  elected. 

Sec.  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call  such 
meeting  upon  the  written  request  of  one  fifth  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Association. 

Sec.  5.    A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Association.     If  no  quorum  is  present  at  any  meeting  it  > 
may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 
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Sec.  6.  Two  weeks  notice  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association 
shall  be  given  to  each  representative  personally,  by  mail  to  his  last 
known  address  or  by  publication. 

Sec.  7.  The  order  of  proceeding  at  all  membership  meetings  in 
the  Association  for  the  purposes  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

1st.     Reading  and  approval  of  minutes  of  former  meeting. 

2nd.    Reports  of  Officers. 

3rd.     Reports  of  Committees. 

4th.     Reports  of  Board  of  Directors. 

5th.     Report  of  Nominating  Committee. 

6th.     Election  of  Board  of  Directors. 

7th.     Miscellaneous  Business. 

Sec.  8.  The  Association  shall  provide  a  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers known  as  the  Nomination  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  present- 
ing names  for  election  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  Said  committee  to 
be  appointed  on  motion  carried,  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  II.— Board  of  Directors. 

Section  1.  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 
Board  of  Directors,  to  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  members,  to  be  elected  an- 
nually, to  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  body,  from  the  representatives  of  the  Association, 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  said  representatives. 

Sec.  3.  The  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  or  appoint 
all  necessary  officers  and  committees;  to  employ  principals,  profes- 
sors, assistants  and  help  of  any  and  every  class  necessary  for  carry- 
ing out  the  purposes  of  the  Corporation;  to  fix  the  amount  of  their 
compensation,  to  prescribe  their  duties;  to  dismiss  any  appointed  of- 
ficer, agent  or  employee  without  previous  notice;  and  generally  to 
control  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  place  as  the  Association  on  Friday  before  the  3rd  Sun- 
day in  October,  of  each  year,  and  at  the  Union  Meetings  held  in  the 
interval  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association,  in  regular 
business  riieeting;  and  in  special  meeting  at  an}'  time  on  the  call  of 
the  President,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  a 
special  meeting,  within  ten  da37s,  upon  the  written  request  of  one- 
third  of  the  Board  of  Directors  which  request  shall  state  the  purpose 
of  the  call. 

Sec.  5.  One  week  notice  of  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary,  to  each  director  personally 
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by  mail  to  his  last  known  address;  and  the  purpose  of  the  meeting- 
must  be  stated  in  the  notice  of  everjT  special  meeting;  also  the  time 
and  place  of  said  special  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  All  special  meetings  of  the  directors  shall  be  held  at  the 
offices  of  the  Corporation  in  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  unless  more  conven- 
ient to  meet  elsewhere;  when  the  President  shall  designate  the  place 
of  the  meeting  in  his  call. 

Sec.  7.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  Directors  of 
the  corporation  in  all  business  meetings.  If  no  quorum  is  present  at 
any  meeting  it  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum 
shall  be  present. 

Sec.  8.  The  order  of  proceeding  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  as  follows: 

1st.     Roll  Call. 

2nd.    Reading  and  approval  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

3rd.     Reports  from  the  Officers. 

4th.     Reports  from  the  Committees. 

5th.     Filling  vacancies  in  Board  of  Directors. 

6th.     Filling  vacancies  of  Officers. 

7th.     Miscellaneous  Business. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  elect,  at  their 
regular  meeting  in  October,  the  following  officers,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  \7ear,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified:  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occuring 
among  the  officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  confer  on  standing  com- 
mittees, hereinafter  provided  for,  and  any  special  committees  they 
shall  appoint,  power  to  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  they  are  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directors  may,  in  the  absence  of  any  officer,  dele- 
gate his  power  and  duties  to  any  other  officer  or  to  a  director,  for  the 
time  being. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  shall  see  that  all  orders  and  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  are  carried  out;  appoint  all  members  of  commit- 
tees not  otherwise  provided  for;  execute  all  conveyances,  contracts 
and  agreements,  authorized  by  the  Directors,  either  directly  or  upon 
the  recommendation  of  committees,  delegated  with  power  to  contract 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  generally  see  that  all  the  officers  and 
agents  of  the  corporation  perform  their  duties. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  the  Chairmen  and  preside 
over  their  respective  committees,  as  hereinafter  described;  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  President  they  shall  preside,  in  their  order,  at  the 
business  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  attend  to  any  of  the 
duties  as  President  they  have  the  power  to  perform. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  ex-officio  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  keep  the  minutes  of  all  proceeding's  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  be  the  Custodian  of  the  Com- 
mon Seal,  and  shall  attest  the  same  when  affixed  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  and 
attest  the  same  after  being  signed  by  the  President  and  affix  the 
Common  Seal.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  By-Laws 
enjoin,  or  is  incident  to  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incident  to 
his  office,  and  usually  performed  by  a  Treasurer,  and  as  such,  he 
shall  collect,  receive  and  keep  in  safe  deposit  all  the  funds  coming 
into  his  hands;  endorse  and  collect  checks  and  negotiable  instuments 
and  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements; 
pay  all  orders  signed  by  the  President  by  authority  of  the  Directors, 
and  attested  by  the  Secretary  with  the  common  seal  affixed;  render- 
ing a  full  account  of  each  regular  directors  meeting.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successors  all  monies, 
books,  papers  and  other  property  in  his  possession.  The  Treasurer 
shall  enter  into  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  a  sum  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Directors  conditioned  on  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
and  as  security  for  all  receipts  coming  into  his  hands.  His  books, 
records,  and  accounts  shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  times  to  a 
committee  hereinafter  described,  known  as  the  Auditing  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V.— Committees. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  members  of  commit- 
tees both  standing  and  special,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  regular  standing  committee  known  as 
the  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  five  members  of  which  the 
First  Vice-President  shall  be  the  Chairman.  The  duties  of  this 
Committee  shall  be,  to  promote  the  objects  of  this  Corporation  by  se- 
curing professors,  teachers  of  ability  and  seeing  that  every  teacher, 
officer  and  employee  does  his  full  duty;  to  solicit  aid  for  the  corpora- 
tion from  the  various  sources,  keeping  accurate  accounts  of  all  funds 
coming  into  their  hands,  which  they  shall  turn  over  to  the  Treasurer 
taking  his  receipt  for  same;  and  to  have  general  supervision  of  all 
things  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this 
corporation. 

And  to  report  of  all  proceedings  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
the  annual*meeting  of  the  Association. 
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Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  Auditing-  Committee  composed  of  three 
members  of  which  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman,  the 
duty  of  which  will  be  to  audit  all  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  all  other  officers  and  agents  of 
the  corporation  of  every  kind  who  has  any  of  the  funds  coming  into 
their  hands,  and  make  their  reports  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  to 
the  annual  meeting-  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Amendment  of  By-Laws. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Corporation  shall  have 
power,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  directors,  and  without  the  as- 
sent or  vote  of  the  membership,  through  its  representatives,  to  make, 
alter  and  amend  the  By-Laws  of  this  Corporation,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled either  regular  or  special,  and  if  special,  then  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting-  with  the  proposed  amendments  or  alterations  must  be 
stated  in  the  call;  but  the  By-Laws  made  by  the  directors,  under 
power,  may  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  membership  in  regular 
meeting  assembled.

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PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

Forty- Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Trent  River  Oakey 
Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association,  Held 
with  Marshall  Chapel  Missionary  Baptist 
Church,  R.  F.  D.  No.  2,  Jacksonville, 
Onslow  County,  North  Carolina, 
Commencing  Friday,  Decem- 
ber 13th  to  15th,  1918. 


The  Association  should  have  convened  Thursday 
before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  1918,  but  owing 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  Influenza  epidemic  it  was  post- 
poned until  December  13th,  1918.  The  Association 
convened  at  1  o'clock,  and  devotional  exercises  were 
conducted  by  Rev,  S.  L.  Stanford,  and  Bro.  Walter 
Mack,  who  read  for  the  scripture  lesson  third  Epistle 
of  Peter,  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  S.  L.  Stanford, 
then  hymn  No.  218  was  hummed  through  the  Chapel. 

Owing  to  some  disadvantage  in  obtaining  transpor- 
tation, the  Moderator  was  a  little  late  in  arriving,  and 
in  absence  of  the  Vice  Moderator  also,  Rev.  J.  D.  White 
presided  until  the  arrival  of  the  Moderator.  Rev.  N.  A. 
Sandlin,  the  pastor  in  charge  came  forward  and  ex- 
tended words  of  welcome,  that  made  us  all  say  and  feel 
as  the  apostles  of  old  that  it  was  good  for  us  all  to  be  here, 
Rev.  Sandlin  said  in  part  that  owing  to  the  circum- 
stance that  he  and  his  people  had  been  subjected  to  he 
had  done  the  best  he  could  to  make  this  one  of  the  best 
sessions  in  the  history  of  the  Association.  He  further 
stated  that  all  of  our  homes,  and  church  were  turned 
over  to  the  Association,  and  to  feel  at  home.

Rev.  Dr.  M.  W.  Wynne,  of  the  Newbern  Eastern 
Association  presented  a  letter  from  the  said  Associa- 
tion as  its  representative  or  messenger,  same  was  read 
by  the  Secretary,  his  report  was  received,  and  Dr. 
Wynn  was  introduced  to  the  Association  by  Rev.  J. 
D.  White.  He  came  forth  and  spoke  many  words  of 
encouragement.  The  Moderator,  Rev.  J.  T.  Kerr,  had 
arrived  and  presented  programs  for  the  guidance  of  the 
members  of  the  Association  in  the  dispatch  of  business. 
On  motion,  we  adjourned  for  dinner.  Doxology,  Ben- 
ediction by  the  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Association  met  pursuant  to  adjournment, 
Praise  Service  was  introduced  by  Rev.  M.  D.  Stanford, 
who  lined  hymn  No.  674,  Rev.  Wynne  read  the  19th 
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Divisions  of  Psalms,  Rev.  T.  Pearson  led  us  to  the 
throne  of  grace. 

Hymn  No.  704,  "My  Soul  be  on  Thy  Guard",  etc., 
was  sung  with  much  spiritual  earnestness.  Then  the 
Moderator  after  making  some  very  interesting  remarks, 
announced  the  house  ready  for  the  transaction  of  bus- 
iness. He  called  Rev.  J.  D.  White  to  the  chair,  and 
then  proceeded  to  deliver  his  annual  address.  The  ad- 
dress dwelt  at  length  upon  home  and  foreign  missions, 
the  speaker  was  frequently  interrupted  by  outbursts  of 
prolonged  applauses,  and  amens.  On  motion  of  Rev. 
J.  E.  Kornegay,  that  there  be  a  committee  of  three  upon 
the  Moderators  address,  as  follows:  Prof.  W.  F.  Hill, 
Rev.  M.  Dillahunt,  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson.

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn.  Doxology.  Benedic- 
tion by  Rev.  M.  Dillahunt. 

FRIDAY  NIGHT  SERVICES. 

The  congregation  readjourned  according  to  adjourn- 
ment, opening  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by 
Revs.  L.  L.  Eadens  and  Dillahunt. 
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Hymn  No.  583,  "How  Sweet  the  Name  of  Jesus 
Sounds",  etc.,  was  lined  and  sung.  Rev.  Dillahunt 
read  the  46  chapter  of  Deut,  prayer  by  the  s'ame.  Sec- 
ond hymn  548. 

The  Moderator  introduced  Rev.  S.  N.  Henderson,  who 
was  selected  to  preach  the  introductory  sermon. 

The  speaker  arose  and  after  making  some  remarks 
announced  his  text  from  the  Sam.  15-3,  Go  and  execute 
my  wrath  upon  the  maleakites".  Rev.  Henderson,  was 
at  his  best,  and  was  equal  to  the  occasion,  the  sermon 
was  rich  in  thought,  and  sound  in  Theology,  and  was 
easily  one  of  the  best  sermons  of  his  life.

The  Moderator  called  for  members  to  come  forward 
and  join  Association  if  there  be  any  such  persons  present. 

Rev.  M.  D.  Stanford  came  forward  and  was  received 
in  full  membership  into  the.  Association. 

On  motion  the  Treasurer  reported.    (See  report.) 

On  motion  the  Educational  Treasurer  reported.  (See 
report.) 

The  committee  on  the  Moderators  address  reported. 
See  report. 

Committee  on  temperence  reported.    See  report. 
Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  until  afternoon. 
Doxology.    Benediction  by  the  Moderator. 

SATURDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Association  met  according  to  adjournment. 
Moderator  opened  services  by  lining  and  singing  hymn 
No.  305.  The  house  was  announced  ready  for  business. 
The  roll  of  delegates  was  called  and  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious session  read  and  same  approved.  The  committee 
on  place  of  meeting  of  the  next  Association  reported  as 
follows:  After  carefully  considering  the  field  we  rec- 
omend  that  the  next  session  of  the  Association  convene 
with  Sandy  Run  Church,  Jacksonville,  commencing 
Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  1919. 
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At  2  o'clock,  Rev.  J.  E.  Kornegay,  President  of  Trent 
River  Industrial  Training  School,  Jacksonville,  N.  C, 
came  forward  and  outlined  the  needs  and  conditions  of 
the  school.  He  made  an  earnest  and  eloquent  plea  for 
the  institution.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  the 
amount  of  $50.50  was  raised  for  the  work.  Rev.  J.  T. 
Kerr,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church  asked  for  some  aid 
for  his  church,  it  having  been  wrecked  in  the  August 
storm.

SATURDAY  NIGHT  SERVICES. 

The  Association  reconvened  according  to  adjourn- 
ment. Praise  Service  was  conducted  by  Bro.  Charlie 
Malett  and  Rev.  J.  T.  Kerr,  first  hymn,  "Did  Christ 
Over  Sinners  Weep."  Scripture  lesson  by  Rev.  J.  T. 
Kerr,  from  107th  Psalms.  Prayer  by  Rev.  M.  D.  Stan- 
ford, second  hymn  202,  "Am  I  a  Soldier  of  the  Cross." 
The  Vice-Moderator  then  introduced  Rev.  L.  L.  Eadens 
to  preach  the  temperence  sermon.  The  speaker  after 
making  some  preliminary  remarks  announced  his  text 
from  2  Cor.  5-10.  "Every  man  must  appear  in  judg- 
ment for  the  deeds  done  in  the  body,"  etc.  The  sermon 
was  short  and  spicy  and  to  the  point,  and  contained 
many  gospel  truths.

EIGHTH  SESSION — 1918  AND  1919. 

This  attached  form  of  catalogue  gives  sufficient  information 
on  course  of  study,  expenses  and  regulations. 

This  School  is  under  the  auspices  and  supervision  of  the  Trent 
River  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

LOCATION. — The  School  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad,  the  only  road  between  Newbern  and 
Wilmington.  It  is  about  one-half  mile  from  the  town  of  Jackson- 
ville, via  Railroad,  and  one  and  a  quarter  miles  to  court  house  via 
county  road.  Geographically,  the  location  is  full  of  interest. 
The  soil,  a  deep,  sandy  loam,  produces  potatoes,  peanuts,  cotton 
and  corn  in  large  quantities.  It  is  favored  with  congenial  winds 
and  sparkling,  pure  water. 

AIM. — The  aim  of  the  School  is  to  teach  young  people  to  respect 
themselves  and  to  respect  others,  as  well,  and  to  form  correct 
habits  of  life;  give  them  the  proper  mental  discipline,  that  they 
will  fit  themselves  to  fill  with  honor  the  various  positions  of  trust 
in  the  communities  where  they  live. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  moral  side  of  training.  The 
School  is  not  sectarian. 

The  School  owns  3|  acres  of  land  and  three  buildings.  The 
main  building  is  the  school  building,  a  large  two-story  building, 
with  auditorium,  recitation  rooms  and  accomodation  for  twenty 
young  men,  a  provision  arranged  for  young  men  in  the  boarding 
department. 

MEMBERSHIP.— All  applicants  for  membership  must  have  a 
good  moral  standing.  Those  from  distances  must  furnish  letters 
of  recommendation. 

RULES. — Few  rules,  such  as  govern  the  best  regulated  homes, 
are  given:  1.  Neatness  in  dress  and  person;  2.  Purity;  3.  Clean- 
liness of  desk,  books  and  room;  4.  Courteous  to  teachers  and 
fellow  students;  5.  Punctuality  in  duty,  earnest  devotion  to 
study,  quietness  in  manner  in  all  movements;  6.  Obedience  to 
law  and  duty. 

LITERARY.— The  students  have  exercise  in  reading,  debating 
and  orating  as  often  as  twice  per  month. 

EXPENSES.— Tuition,  according  to  grade,  from  60c  to  $1.50 
per  school  month.  Tuition  and  board,  including  lights  and  laun- 
dry for  boys,  $8.50  per  school  month ;  for  girls,  $7.50.  Girls  do  their 
own  work.   Boys  are  to  keep  their  rooms  in  good  condition. 

PRIVILEGES.— Students  are  expected  to  obey  orders  and 
rules  of  School.  They  are  not  allowed  to  leave  school  without 
proper  permission.  No  visiting  with  local  students.  Students 
are  expected  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  Church  of  their  choice 
on  Sundays  at  11  A.  M.  and  2:30  P.  M. 

OUR  NEEDS.— We  need  $1,000.00  to  complete  buildings  and 
better  equip  our  school;  $800.00  to  pay  indebtedness. 

Three  counties  are  represented. 

DOMESTICS.— Sewing  is  the  principle  work  under  this  head, 
Fancy  Work,  Handycraft,  Weaving  and  Crocheting  are  taught. 

In  sewing  the  different  stitches,  back  stitching,  button-holes 
and  darning  are  given  first  attention.  The  other  work  comes  in 
as  occasion  requires. 
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MUSIC. — Attention  is  given  to  Vocal  music.  Primary  ideas  are 
given  special  attention. 

MISCELLANEOUS.— Under  this  head  house-keeping,  com- 
munity service,  country  life  and  sociology  are  taught. 

The  Visitations  of  officers,  patrons  and  friends  are  appreciated 
and  prove  to  be  helpful  to  the  School.

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THE  MODERATOR'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 


Delivered  at  Marshall  Chapel,  Jacksonville,  N.  C. 
December  13th,  1918. 


Brother  Vice-President,  Ministers,  Delegates  and  Friends: 

God  through  his  tender  mercy  and  loving  kindness  hath  en- 
abled us  to  meet  in  another  annual  session  of  the  Trent  River 
Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association.  This  present  year 
just  passing  out  has  brought  to  us  more  varied  experience  than 
any  year  before  in  our  life  time.  Soon  after  we  adjourned  our 
forty-fifth  annual  session,  the  government  began  to  call  our  boys 
to  the  colors  for  service  over  in  Europe  in  the  great  world  struggle, 
where  human  blood  was  spilt  in  such  a  way  that  the  earth  was 
bathed  in  human  blood  like  a  mighty  flood.  Many  who  left  our 
side  will  never  return  to  us,  but  report  to  God  from  the  battle- 
field. This  has  been  a  year  of  storms,  the  severest  that  have  ever 
swept  this  part  of  the  country,  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  dam- 
age, but  few  lives.  An  epidemic  or  plague  visited  us  that  swept 
people  from  the  earth  even  faster  than  shot  and  shell,  and  the  toll 
of  lives  greater  when  the  final  report  is  ascertained.  God  has  a 
message  for  the  remnant,  those  plucked  as  brands  from  the  burn- 
ing. All  who  realized  the  seriousness  of  the  condition,  continued 
to  address  the  throne  of  grace  in  behalf  of  those  who  struggled  for 
righteousness.  The  plea  was  for  God  to  strengthen  the  arm  of 
those  who  fought  for  the  blessings  of  humanity,  and  confound  the 
enemy. 

Prayer  has  always  been  a  mighty  weapon  and  has  never  lost 
out.  The  enemy  has  been  completely  crushed,  and  an  honorable 
victory  won,  and  a  peace  that  all  nations  under  the  sun  may  enjoy. 

The  Lord  of  Heaven  be  praised  for  his  goodness. toward  the 
children  of  men. 

Brethren,  we  have  met  here  for  a  different  purpose.  We  meet 
in  these  annual  gatherings  with  prayer,  that  God  may  guide  us 
in  the  best  way  to  carry  on  the  great  work  He  left  in  the  church 
for  the  evangelization  of  the  world.  We  shall  consider  this  work 
briefly  from  a  three  point  of  view:  Education,  Home  Missions, 
and  Foreign  Missions.   Let  us  notice  first,  Education. 

Education  is  one  of  the  fundamentally  essential  needs  of  the 
people.  It  is  the  one  acquirement  that  prepares  the  boy  or  girl 
for  the  most  useful  service  he  is  able  to  render,  and  at  the  same 
time  it  changes  his  former  taste  and  vision  for  things.  The 
boy  or  girl  in  the  neighborhood  who  has  been  trained,  is 
worth  so  much  more  than  the  one  not  able  to  do  anything  except 
in  a  very  rude  way.  Education  makes  one  dissatisfied  with  the 
common  every  day  way  of  doing  things,  and  urges  him  to  look  for 
the  more  skillful  or  scientific  way.  Millions  of  dollars  are  spent 
every  year  by  all  races  for  the  training  of  the  youth,  because  the 
value  of  such  training  has  been  clearly  seen  and  realized  by  the 
business  world.  To  be  without  this  training  is  to  have  one  of 
the  gratest  stumbling  blocks  placed  in  the  path  of  progress  and 
civilization  known.  Our  boys  and  girls  should  not  grow  up  in  ig- 
norance, but  should  be  trained  to  labor  skillfully.  If  some  man 
had  not  thought  how  to  make  an  acre  of  land  bring  sixty,  seventy 
and  eighty  bushels  to  the  acre,  men  would  be  satisfied  to  work 
in  the  old  time  way  and  get  fifteen,  twenty  and  thirty  bushels  as 
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in  former  times.  If  the  new  methods  of  travel  and  communica- 
tion had  not  been  thought  out,  the  old  ways  of  one  hundred  years 
ago  would  be  plenty  good  enough. 

The  christianly  educated  mind  has  been  a  dynamo  of  thought 
that  has  revolutionized  the  world.  It  makes  a  person  have  a 
greater  amount  of  self  respect  and  to  know  how  to  respect  his 
neighbor.  Education  is  an  essential  need  for  all  people.  In  order 
for  people  to  be  independent  and  free,  they  must  know  how  to 
work  the  soil,  love  the  beauty  in  art,  the  value  of  invention,  know 
the  good  of  discovery  and  science  and  be  able  to  work  in  some  of 
these  fields  for  an  honest  living  .  The  road  to  reach  this  qualifi- 
cation is  the  well  equipped  primary  schools,  then  through  the 
grades  and  Grammar  schools  to  serve  as  feeders  to  the  higher 
schools,  colleges,  universities  and  professional  schools.  Schools 
like  Hampton  and  Tuskegee  have  been  established  to  enable  men 
and  women  to  get  a  firm  hold  on  the  practical  side  of  the  great 
subjects  of  life.  The  colleges  and  higher  institutions  of  learning 
are  for  training  the  mind  for  leadership  in  the  higher  field  of 
thought.  So  many  people  have  the  wrong  idea  of  the  purpose  of 
education.  Many  think  it  prepares  one  so  he  will  not  have  to 
work.  While  the  purpose  is  really  to  teach  him  how  to  work. 
There  are  many  parents  who  do  not  want  their  children  to  sweep 
the  floor  or  to  help  beautify  the  school  grounds.  They  say  I  want 
my  child  to  learn  his  lesson.  That  is  what  the  words  in  the  book 
are  for,  to  give  one  an  idea  how  to  handle  and  lay  hold  of  the  things 
out  of  the  book,  and  apply  them  in  a  practical  way.  If  it  were 
possible  for  a  child  to  learn  all  the  text  books  taught,  and  could 
not  apply  it,  that  child  is  still  ignorant.  Some  ministers  stand 
in  the  way  of  education,  by  telling  his  people  that  education  will 
not  save  you.  Food  and  clothes  will  not  save  you  either,  but 
they  are  some  of  the  great  needs  of  this  life. 

Education  does  what  it  is  intended  to  do,  not  to  give  salvation, 
but  to  fit  him  for  service  for  his  fellowman.  All  the  forces  and 
agencies  in  the  educational  arena  are  to  co-operate  and  work  for 
this  one  great  end  to  fit  men  and  women  to  serve.  The  second 
view  point  is  home  general  field  if  work  is  home  mission  work. 

Home  Mission  is  one  of  the  great  avenues  of  the  church  through 
which  some  of  its  most  effective  work  is  done.  In  this  channel  the 
church  works  vigorously  to  build  up  the  home  field,  encourage 
the  spread  of  the  work  by  new  organizations.  And  to  help  the 
struggling  church  to  become  able  to  sustain  itself  in  giving  the 
true  light  and  knowledge  to  the  people  in  its  embrace.  It  must 
be  admitted  that  many  of  these  weak  churches  remain  in  the 
struggling  column  not  because  they  do  not  work  hard,  but  be- 
cause the  older  churches  not  only  do  not  offer  them  help,  but 
rather  put  stumbling  blocks  in  the  way.  In  many  cases  bad 
jealous  spirit  shows  itself  in  a  remarkable  degree.  These  are 
hindrances  that  should  not  exist  in  any  church  established  and 
set  apart  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  There  should  be  a  regular 
organized  plan  for  this  home  field  work,  and  it  should  be  carried 
out  in  a  systematic  way.  This  is  usually  done  through  an  earnest 
consecrated  missionary  who  travels  the  field  and  finds  places  that 
are  suitable  for  a  new  organization  and  effects  the  same  and  gives 
the  congregation  sound  instruction  how  to  proceed  and 
strengthen  them  in  the  doctrine  of  the  church,  helps  them  get  a 
pastor  and  gives  them  God  speed  and.goes  on  preaching  and  teach- 
ing as  he  comes  in  contact  with  people  until  he  finds  another 
suitable  body  to  be  organized. 
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He  deals  with  them  as  he  did  the  first  and  thus  the  good  work 
goes  on  and  the  kingdom  spread.  The  third  general  point  is  the 
Foreign  Mission  work. 

Foreign  Mission  is  carried  on  in  the  foreign  fields.  The  aim  is 
to  give  those  who  are  shut  off  from  the  gospel,  a  knowledge  of 
Christ,  make  disciples  in  the  foreign  field.  This  is  the  third  great 
field  of  activity  in  the  church.  We  must  not  only  work  for  our 
own  boys  and  girls  to  see  that  they  get  a  good  education  and  to 
build  up  the  waste  places  at  our  doors  but  we  must  take  God's 
plan  and  be  witnesses  for  him  in  Jerusalem,  in  all  Judea  and 
Samaria  and  the  utmost  parts  of  the  world.  The  work  of  educa- 
tion, home  mission  and  foreign  mission  should  not  be  so  separ- 
ated but  always  correlated.  This  is  a  great  field  of  opportunity. 
Millions  of  souls  are  in  Africa  and  Haiti  without  any  knowledge 
of  Christ  and  his  great  work.  They  have  not  the  light  and  have 
never  heard  one  gospel  sermon  in  all  their  lives.  As  they  die, 
they  die  without  his  knowledge.  They  are  dependent  upon  the 
church  to  give  them  this  gospel  light.  Oh  let  the  gospel  light 
shine  out!  God  gave  the  commission  to  do  this  work  to  his  minis- 
ters who  are  the  real  leaders,  teachers  and  whom  God  holds  re- 
sponsible as  his  watchmen  that  this  work  goes  on?  Train  the 
people  for  the  best  service  they  are  capable  of  rendering  here 
among  men.  There  are  sections  where  the  christians  seem  to 
have  no  more  interest  in  foreign  mission  than  the  sinner.  Sup- 
pose we  have  the  heathen  here  They  are  here  with  the  gospel 
being  preached  every  Sabbath,  they  are  heathen  simply  because 
they  have  rejected  the  Lord  and  his  holy  gospel  and  are  therefore 
responsible  themselves  for  their  condition.  The  heathen  in  the 
dark  continent  are  heathen  because  they  have  never  heard  the 
gospel,  they  are  heathen  because  we  that  have  the  light  have 
never  given  it  to  them,  they  are  dependent  on  us  for  the  light 
and  a  knowledge  of  the  Lamb  of  God  who  gave  his  life  a  ransom 
for  the  whole  world.  These  have  never  heard  one  sweet  gospel 
message,  those  among  us  have  heard  many  and  yet  they  reject 
the  Lamb  of  Glory  of  their  own  accord  and  do  it  willfully.  God 
has  given  his  ministers  congregations  that  they  may  carry  on  this 
work  of  evangelization.  From  the  attention  that  foreign  mis- 
sion gets  in  some  sections  it  appears  that  the  minister  has  cut 
that  part  of  the  program  entirely  out  of  his  work.  Sometimes 
a  little  is  said  about  education,  home  mission  seldom  receives 
any  consideration,  but  foreign  mission  is  never  mentioned.  They 
say  enough  about  the  Lord  to  get  up  a  good  shout  and  a  good 
collection,  that  he  puts  in  his  pocket  and  goes  on  and  says  what 
a  time  we  had  yesterday.  Like  a  man  that  beholds  his  face  in 
the  glass  and  goeth  away  forgetting  what  manner  of  man  he  was. 
You  have  a  time  but  what  sort  of  a  time  is  it  you  have?  They 
have  taken  the  Lord's  field  and  cultivating  it  for  themselves  and 
left  the  Lord  the  owner  of  the  field  out.  They  have  assumed  the 
authority  over  the  Lord's  hriage  for  selfish  ends.  After  they 
have  strained  the  people  all  they  can  for  self  you  hear  them  say, 
I  don't  want  to  strain  my  people.  Whose  people?  God  started 
this  work  to  evangelize  the  world  and  your  few  pennies  come  in 
as  a  secondary  matter.  The  secondary  has  taken  the  place  of 
the  main  object  and  the  main  object  becomes  the  secondary. 
Brethren,  that  is  the  picture  it  brings  to  my  mind. 

I  dare  say  if  you  were  to  listen  to  some  of  the  prayers  made 
in  our  churches  for  six  months  you  would  never  hear  the  mention 
of  the  foreign  mission  work.  If  you  think  the  moderator  is  strain- 
ing this  subject  I  would  be  glad  to  have  the  ministers  watch  the 
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first  six  months,  then  the  laity.  Give  the  minister  six  months 
to  escape  for  his  life.  Every  pastor  in  this  association  should 
take  a  foreign  mission  collection  once  every  month.  Since  you 
will  not  work  the  penny  system,  then  take  the  after  collection. 
The  minister  is  in  some  degree  responsible  for  the  indifferent 
cold  attitude  of  the  people  toward  this  work.  It  is  in  a  large  meas- 
ure because  he  will  not  press  his  claim,  he  presses  it  for  self,  but 
when  it  comes  to  the  Lord  they  say  I  will  not  press  the  people. 
This  is  a  serious  indictment  brought  against  the  minister  of  God, 
but  until  he  gets  the  spirit  of  mission  in  his  own  soul  he  cannot 
press  his  claim  with  the  people.  In  many  cases  the  minister  is 
as  indifferent  as  the  people.  This  state  of  indifference  must  come 
from  one  of  three  things:  it  is  either  because  of  the  selfishness 
of  the  minister  for  his  own  pocket,  or  he  is  afraid  of  his  people 
or  he  has  not  yet  received  the  broader  vision  from  the  Master  to 
work  in  his  vineyard.  Brother  ministers,  this  ought  not  to  be  so, 
for  the  Lord  is  depending  upon  you  to  give  those  who  are  in  dark- 
ness the  light,  or  knowledge  of  him  and  his  love  for  the  world. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1.  — That  we  use  all  the  means  and  agents  in  our  possession  to 
secure  a  more  adequate  education  for  our  boys  and  girls.  And 
that  we  ask  our  people  for  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  year 
for  education  and  general  expenses. 

2.  — That  we  give  our  hearty  support  to  our  home  mission  work. 

3.  — That  our  minimum  for  foreign  mission  beginning  with  this 
year  be  ten  dollars,  and  that  we  increase  this  sum  from  year  to 
year  as  we  are  able,  asking  God's  divine  favor  that  the  increase 
be  more  each  year.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  President  of  the  pre- 
ceding session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  made  known. 
In  case  of  his  absence  the  Vice-President  fills  the  seat. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  At  each  daily  session  the  proceedings  of  the  business  session 
shall  be  read,  and  the  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  called;  and 
no  person  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  until  he  is  done  speaking, 
unless  he  is  out  of  order. 

4.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each 
other  that  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians,  and  the  person 
speaking  shall  in  no  wise  reflect  on  the  person  who  spoke  before 
him,  but  shall  express  his  idea. 

5.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
President.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under 
debate,  and  avoid  all  personalities. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  permission  from  the  President. 

7.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  Presi- 
dent before  discussion,  and  no  brother  shall  be  at  liberty  to  whis- 
per during  the  time  another  brother  is  speaking. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  its  discussion.  The 
President  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  his  speak- 
ing, until  he  gives  his  idea  on  the  subject,  unless  he  violates  the 
rules  of  the  Association. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  motion  or  proposi- 
tion shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to 
amend  or  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have 
preference  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 

10.  After  a  motion  is  decided,  any  member  having  voted  in 
the  majority,  may  move  for  a  reconsideration. 

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  during  the  session  of  the 
Association  without  permission  of  the  President,  and  no  one 
shali  take  final  leave  of  absence  without  permission  from  the 
Association.  If  anyone  shall  do  so,  their  absence  shall  be  noticed 
in  the  minutes. 

12.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution 
shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

13.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  sub- 
ject shall  be  admitted  to  its  consideration. 

14.  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  majority  of  votes. 
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RULES  OF  DECORUM  FOR  THE  CHURCHES. 


1.  We  will  hold  four  council  meetings  in  the  year  for  the  trans- 
action of  business ;  also  special  meetings  whenever  requisite. 

2.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  at  every  regular  meet- 
ing, and  there  shall  be  due  notice  taken  of  the  absence  of  those 
who  evince  a  disposition  to  absent  themselves. 

3.  At  every  council,  the  pastor,  in  his  right  of  office,  shall  pre- 
side as  Moderator,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  council  shall 
appoint  a  Moderator  pro-tem,  who  shall  open  the  council  with 
devotional  exercises. 

4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  Church  Book  in  which  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  council  shall  be  faithfully  transcribed,  and  at 
every  regular  meeting  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall 
be  read  immediately  after  the  names  are  called. 

5.  An  invitation  shall  be  given  to  the  brethren  of  our  faith 
and  order  to  sit  with  us  in  council,  who  shall  enjoy  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  meeting,  except  that  of  voting. 

6.  Every  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  council  shall  be 
introduced  by  a  motion  which,  when  seconded,  shall  be  debated 
and  acted  upon,  unless  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

7.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator  by  the 
appellation  of  brother,  and  continue  his  remarks  to  the  subject 
under  debate,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  twice 
on  one  subject,  except  by  permission  of  the  Church. 

8.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  council  without  per- 
mission from  the  Moderator. 

9.  It  shall  be  required  that  in  all  matters  of  difference  be- 
tween members,  before  complaint  is  made  to  the  Church,  the 
aggrieved  party  shall  have  duly  attended  to  the  instruction  of 
our  Lord's  Gospel  recorded  by  St.  Matthew,  11th  chapter,  16th, 
17th  and  18th  verses,  and  public  offences,  or  such  as  operate 
against  the  peace  of  the  Church,  shall  be  the  subject  of  discipline. 

10.  All  questions  submitted  to  the  council  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  votes,  except  receiving  members  to  fellowship; 
and  any  question  may  be  reconsidered  upon  the  motion  of  anyone 
who  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

11.  The  Moderator  shall  propound  all  questions  for  vote — 
shall  keep  the  speaker  to  the  subject  under  debate— may  express 
his  own  views,  after  others  are  done  speaking,  and  see  that  these 
rules  are  faithfully  observed. 

12.  These  Rules  of  Decorum  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  church. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
foregoing  Rules  to  all  the  churches  that  comprise  this  body. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  and  known 
as  the  Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  Christ's  kingdom  among  men,,  and  the  means  of  accomplishing 
this  shall  be  instrict  conformity  to  the  New  Testament. 

Art.  3.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  and  dele- 
gates chosen  by  the  churches  connected  with  it,  each  church 
being  entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Art.  4.  The  delegates  from  each  church  shall  bear  a  letter  cer- 
tifying their  appointment,  and  communicating  information  re- 
lating the  state  of  the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator 
and  Assistant  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk,  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  its  members  by 
ballot,  a  majority  of  its  members  voting,  and  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  enforce  an 
observance  of  the  Constitution,  preserve  order,  appoint  com- 
mittees, decide  all  questions,  give  his  opinion  on  any  question 
under  discussion  after  others  have  spoken,  and  give  the  casting 
vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  record  the  proceed- 
ings of  each  annual  session,  and  to  superintend  the  printing  of 
the  minutes  and  distribution  of  the  same  among  the  churches. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  funds 
sent  up  by  the  churches  or  collected  during  the  session  of  this 
body,  and  disburse  the  same  as  ordered  by  the  Association.  He 
shall  make  to  the  Association  an  annual  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Treasury. 

Art.  9.  The  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  seven  members, 
which  committee  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  Association 
missions  and  colportage.  They  shall  have  power  to  disburse  all 
sums  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  for  the  objects 
under  their  charge,  and  during  intervals  between  the  meetings 
of  this  body,  to  receive  and  disburse  funds  for  those  objects,  and' 
to  take  such  steps  for  their  advancement  as  they  shall  deem  ad- 
visable, and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of 
their  doings. 

Art.  10.  This  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with 
any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

Art.  11.  This  Association  may  invite  visiting  and  correspond- 
ing brethren  to  seats,  and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Association,  except  that  of  voting. 

Art.  12.  The  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  com- 
mence on  Thursday  before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  October,  at 
such  place  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  13.  By  appointment  of  this  Association,  there  shall  be  an 
Introductory  Sermon  of  a  denominational  character,  an  Educa- 
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tional  Sermon,  a  Temperance  Sermon,  a  Missionary  Sermon  and 
a  Doctrinal  Sermon. 

Art.  14.  That  we  shall  not  receive  any  minister  in  our  Asso- 
ciation or  pulpits  until  he  has  presented  his  credentials  and 
recommendations  from  said  church  and  Association  from  which 
he  is,  a  member  of,  and  upon  payment  of  $1.00  he  may  become  a 
member  of  this  Association.  We  will  not  fellowship  any  of  our 
churches  who  receive  any  disorderly  member  from  any  of  our 
churches  within  the  bounds  of  this  Association. 

Art.  15.  We  recommend  that  none  of  our  churches  in  this  As- 
sociation shall  elect  any  mimutes  as  their  pastor  until  he  has  pre- 
sented his  credentials  and  recommendations  from  his  church 
and  the  Association  which  he  is  a  member  of. 

Art.  16.  Each  church  shall  be  represented  by  sending  20  cents 
to  the  Association,  10  cents  for  the  Association  and  10  cents  for 
the  Educational  School  Fund.  This  is  to  be  paid  by  each  member 
yearly. 

Art.  17.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
session  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Collegiate  and  Industrial 
Training  School,  Inc. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  corporation  is  composed 
of,  and  limited  to  the  members  of  the  Trent  River  Oakey  Grove 
Missionary  Baptist  Association,  which  embraces  the  membership 
of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  (colored),  of  all  of  Onslow 
County,  and  a  portion  of  Carteret,  Craven,  Jones  and  Pender 
Counties,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

All  others  wishing  to  become  members  may  do  so  by  paying  an 
annual  fee  of  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  for  each  male  and  Fifty  (50)  cents 
for  each  female  member,  to  become  due  on  the  1st  day  of  June 
of  each  year,  and  the  membership  of  all  such  members  shall  termi- 
nate on  the  1st  day  of  July,  unless  renewed  by  paying  the  annual 
fee.  Provided,  however,  that  the  Association  by  a  majority  vote 
may  deny  membership  to  anyone  whenever  they  deem  it  to  the 
best  interest  of  this  Corporation,  or  revoke  the  membership  of 
anyone  whenever  they  become  detrimental  to  the  purposes  of  this 
Corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  membership  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  repre- 
sented in  all  membership  meetings,  by  the  Association,  which  is 
composed  of  the  several  pastors  and  three  (3)  delegates  from  each 
church  or  congregation,  elected  from  the  membership  of  said 
churches  and  congregations,  within  the  bounds  of  the  said  Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
from  Thursday  to  Saturday,  inclusive,  before  the  third  (3rd)  Sun- 
day of  October  in  each  and  every  year  at  such  place  as  may  be 
chosen,  when  there  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  vote,  by  ballot, 
fifteen  (15)  directors  to  serve  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  The  pastors  and  delegates  each  shall 
have  one  vote  on  all  questions  except  the  election  of  directors,  and 
then  each  shall  have  one  vote  each,  for  the  full  number  of  direc- 
tors to  be  elected. 

Sec.  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call 
such  meeting  upon  the  written  request  of  one-fifth  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Association.  If  no  quorum  is  present  at  any 
meeting  it  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum 
shall  be  present. 

Sec.  6.  Two  weeks  notice  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association 
shall  be  given  to  each  representative  personally,  by  mail  to  his 
last  known  address  or  by  publication. 
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4  Sec.  7.  The  order  of  proceeding  at  all  membership  meetings 
in  the  Association  for  the  purposes  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
as  follows: 

1st.— Reading  and  approving  minutes  of  former  meeting. 
2nd.— Report  of  Officers. 
3rd.— Reports  of  Committees. 
4th.— Reports  of  Board  of  Directors. 
.  5th.— Report  of  Nominating  Committee. 
6th.— Election  of  Board  of  Directors. 
7th. — Miscellaneous  Business. 

Sec.  8.  The  Association  shall  provide  a  committee  of  three 
members  known  as  the  Nomination  Committee  for  the  purpose 
of  presenting  names  for  election  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  Said 
committee  to  be  appointed  on  motion  carried,  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Board  of  Directors. 

Section  1.  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  members,  to  be 
elected  annually,  to  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  body,  from  the  representatives  of  the  Associa- 
tion, until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  said  representatives. 

Sec.  3.  The  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  or  appoint 
all  necessary  officers  and  committees;  to  employ  principals,  pro- 
fessors, assistants  and  help  of  any  and  every  class  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  Corporation;  to  fix  the  amount 
of  their  compensation,  to  prescribe  their  duties;  to  dismiss  any 
appointed  officer,  agent  or  employee  without  previous  notice,  and 
generally  to  control  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec  4.  The  BOard  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  place  as  the  Association  on  Friday  before  the  3rd  Sun- 
day in  October,  of  each  year,  and  at  the  Union  Meetings  held  in 
the  interval  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association,  in 
regular  business  meeting ;  and  in  special  meeting  at  any  time  on 
the  call  of  the  President,  and  it  shall  be  the.  duty  of  the  President 
to  call  a  special  meeting,  within  ten  days,  upon  the  written  request 
of  one-third  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  request  shall  state 
the  purpose  of  the  call. 

Sec.  5.  One  week  notice  of  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary,  to  each  Director  per- 
sonally, by  mail  to  his  last  known  address ;  and  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  must  be  stated  in  the  notice  of  every  special  meeting; 
also  the  time  and  place  of  said  special  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  All  special  meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held  at 
the  offices  of  the  Corporation  in  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  unless  more 
convenient  to  meet  elsewhere;  when  the  President  shall  designate 
the  place  of  the  meeting  in  his  call. 

-  Sec.  7.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  Directors 
of  the  Corporation  in  all  business  meetings.  If  no  quorum  is 
present  at  any  meeting  it  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time 
until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 
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Sec.  8.  The  order  of  proceeding  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  as  follows : 

1st.— Roll  Call. 

2nd.— Reading  and  Approval  of  Minutes  of  Last  Meeting. 

3rd. — Reports  from  the  Officers. 

4th. — Reports  from  the  Committees. 

5th— Filling  Vacancies  in  Board  of  Directors. 

6th.— Filling  Vacancies  of  Officers. 

7th.— Miscellaneous  Business. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  elect,  at  their 
regular  meeting  in  October,  the  following  officers,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified:  A  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurring 
among  the  officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  confer  on  standing  com- 
mittees, hereinafter  provide  for,  and  any  special  committees 
they  shall  appoint,  power  to  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  they 
are  appointed. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directors  may,  in  the  absence  of  any  officer,  dele- 
gate his  power  and  duties  to  any  other  officer  or  to  a  Director,  for 
the  time  being. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

Sevtion  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors ;  shall  see  that  all  orders  and  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  are  carried  out ;  appoint  all  members  of  com- 
mittees not  otherwise  provided  for;  execute  all  conveyances, 
contracts  and  agreements,  authorized  by  the  Directors,  either 
directly  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  committees,  delegated 
with  power  to  contract  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  generally 
see  that  all  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  Corporation  perform 
their  duties. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  the  Chairmen  and  pre- 
side over  their  respective  committees,  as  hereinafter  described; 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  they  shall  preside,  in  their 
order,  at  the  business  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  at- 
tend to  any  of  the  duties  as  President  they  have  the  power  to 
perform. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  ex-officio  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  keep  the  minutes  of  all  proceedings  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  be  the  Custodian  of 
the  Common  Seal,  and  shall  attest  the  same  when  affixed  by  order 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  Treas- 
urer, and  attest  the  same  after  being  signed  by  the  President  and 
affix  the  Common  Seal.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  By-Laws  enjoin,  or  is  incident  to  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incident  to 
his  office,  and  usually  performed  by  a  Treasurer,  and  as  such,  he 
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shall  collect,  receive  and  keep  in  safe  deposit  all  the  funds  coming 
into  his  hands ;  endorse  and  collect  checks  and  negotiable  instru- 
ments, and  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements ;  pay  all  orders  signed  by  the  President  by  author- 
ity of  the  Directors,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  with  the  com- 
mon seal  affixed;  rendering  a  full  account  of  each  regular  Direc- 
tors' meeting.  At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall 
deliver  to  his  successors  all  monies,  books,  papers  and  other 
property  in  his  possession.  The  Treasurer  shall  enter  into  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond  in  a  sum  in  the  discretion  of  the  Directors 
conditioned  on  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  as 
security  for  all  receipts  coming  into  his  hands.  His  books,  records 
and  accounts  shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  times  to  a  com- 
mittee hereinafter  described,  known  as  the  Auditing  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Committees. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  members  of  com- 
mittees, both  standing  and  special,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
or  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  regular  standing  committee  known  as 
the  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  five  members,  of  which  the 
first  Vice-President  shall  be  the  Chairman.  The  duties  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  to  promote  the  objects  of  this  Corporation 
by  securing  professors,  teachers  of  ability,  and  seeing  that  every 
teacher,  officer  and  employee  does  his  full  duty;  to  solicit  aid  for 
the  Corporation  from  the  various  sources,  keeping  accurate  ac- 
counts of  all  funds  coming  into  their  hands,  which  they  shall 
turn  over  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  for  same,  and  to 
have  general  supervision  of  all  things  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  Corporation. 

And  to  report  of  all  proceedings  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  Auditing  Committee,  composed  of 
three  members,  of  which  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chair- 
man, the  duty  of  which  will  be  to  audit  all  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer, members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  all  other  officers 
and  agents  of  the  Corporation  of  every  kind  who  has  any  of  the 
funds  coming  into  their  hands,  and  make  their  reports  to  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and? to  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendment  of  By-Laws. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Corporation  shall 
have  power,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Directors,  and  without 
the  assent  or  the  vote  of  the  membership,  through  its  representa- 
tives, to  make,  alter  and  amend  the  By-Laws  of  this  Corporation, 
in  meeting  assembled,  either  regular  or  special,  and  if  special, 
then  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  with  the  proposed  amendments 
or  alterations,  must  be  stated  in  the  call;  but  the  By-Laws  made 
by  the  Directors,  under  power,  may  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the 
membership  in  regular  meeting  assembled.

THURSDAY — Morning  Session. 

The  Forty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Trent  River 
Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association  assembled 
with  Jenkins  Chapel,  Snead's  Ferry,  Onslow  County,  N.  C, 
Thursday,  October  14,  1920.

THURSDAY— Night  Session. 

The  congregation  assembled  according  to  adjournment. 
Praise  services  were  conducted  for  30  minutes,  led  by  Revs. 
A.  J.  Jones,  and  S.  L.  Stanford,  with  much  enthusiasm. 
The  hour  having  arrived  for  preaching,  Rev.  S.  Hill  lined 
hymn,  "Amazing  Grace,"  and  read  a  portion  of  the  22nd 
chapter  of  Matthew.

Rev.  A.  J.  Jones  selected  hymn  from  Living 
Hymn,  249.  The  Scripture  Lesson  was  read  from  the  18th 
chapter  of  St.  Matthew.  Rev.  N.  A.  Sandlin  led  in  a  fer- 
vent prayer.  Hymn  38,  "Come  We  That  Love  The  Lord, 
etc,"  was  sung.  The  Moderator  announced  the  house 
ready  for  the  business  of  the  Association.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association  the  President  of  the  preceding 
session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  made  known.  In  case  of 
his  absence  the  Vice-President  fills  the  seat. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  prayer. 

3.  At  each  daily  session  the  proceedings  of  the  business  session 
shall  be  read,  and  the  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  called;  and 
no  person  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  until  he  is  done  speaking, 
unless  he  is  out  of  order. 

4.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  oth- 
er that  courtesy  that  becomes  Christians,  and  the  person  speaking 
shall  in  nowise  reflect  on  the  person  who  spoke  before  him,  but  shall 
express  his  idea. 

5.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
President.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under 
debate,  and  avoid  all  personalities. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  permission  from  the  President. 

7.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  President 
before  discussion,  and  no  brother  shall  be  at  liberty  to  whisper  during 
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the  time  another  brother  is  speaking. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  its  discussion.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  his  speaking,  until 
he  gives  his  idea  on  the  subject,  unless  he  violates  the  rules  of  the 
Association. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  motion  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend  or 
postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 

10.  After  a  motion  is  decided,  any  member  having  voted  in  the 
majority,  may  move  for  a  reconsideration. 

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  during  the  session  of  the 
Association  without  permission  of  the  President,  and  no  one  shall 
take  final  leave  of  absence  without  permission  from  the  Association. 
If  anyone  shall  do  so,  their  absence  shall  be  noticed  in  the  minutes. 

12.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

13.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subject 
shall  be  admitted  to  its  consideration. 

14.  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  majority  of  votes. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM  FOR  THE  CHURCHES. 

1.  We  will  hold  four  council  meetings  in  the  year  for  the  trans- 
action of  business;  also  special  meetings  whenever  requisite. 

2.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  at  every  regular  meet- 
ing, and  there  shall  be  due  notice  taken  of  the  absence  of  those  who 
evince  a  disposition  to  absent  themselves. 

3.  At  every  council,  the  pastor,  in  his  right  office,  shall  preside 
as  Moderator,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  council  shall  appoint 
a  Moderator  pro-tem,  who  shall  open  the  council  with  devotional 
exercises. 

4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  Church  Book  in  which  all  the  proceedings 
of  the  council  shall  be  faithfully  transcribed,  and  at  every  regular 
meeting  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read  immediate- 
ly after  the  names  are  called. 

5.  An  invitation  shall  be  given  to  the  brethren  of  our  faith  and 
order  to  sit  with  us  in  council,  who  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of 
the  meeting,  except  that  of  voting. 

6.  Every  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  council  shall  be  in- 
troduced by  a  motion  which,  when  seconded,  shall  be  debated  and  act- 
ed upon,  unless  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

7.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator  by  the 
appellation  of  brother,  and  continue  his  remarks  to  the  subject  under 
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debate,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  twice  on  one 
subject,  except  by  permission  of  the  Church. 

8.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  council  without  permission 
from  the  Moderator. 

9.  It  shall  be  required  that  in  all  matters  of  difference  between 
members,  before  complaint  is  made  to  the  Church,  the  aggrieved  party- 
shall  have  duly  attended  to  the  instruction  of  our  Lord's  Gospel  record- 
ed by  St.  Matthew,  11th  chapter,  16th,  17th  and  18th  verses,  and  public 
offenses,  or  such  as  operate  against  the  peace  of  the  Church,  shall 
be  the  subject  of  discipline.  i  j 

10.  All  questions  submitted  to  the  council  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  except  reciving  members  to  fellowship;  and  any 
question  may  be  reconsidered  upon  the  motion  of  anyone  who  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

11.  The  Moderator  shall  propound  all  questions  for  vote — shall 
keep  the  speaker  to  the  subject  under  debate —  may  express  his  own 
views,  after  others  are  done  speaking,  and  see  that  these  rules  are 
faithfully  observed. 

12.  These  Rules  of  Decorum  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  church. 

Resolved,  That  this  council  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fore- 
going Rules  to  all  the  churches  that  comprise  this  body. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  and  known  as 
the  Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  kingdom  among  men,  and  the  means  of  accomplishing  this; 
shall  be  in  strict  conformity  to  the  New  Testament. 

Art.  3.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  and  dele- 
gates chosen  by  the  churches  connected  with  it,  each  church  being 
entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Art.  4.  The  delegates  from  each  church  shall  bear  a  letter  certi- 
fying their  appointment,  and  communicating  information  regulating 
the  state  of  the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator  and 
Assistant  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk,  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  its  members  by  ballot,  a  ma- 
jority of  its  members  voting,  and  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  enforce  an  observ- 
ance of  the  Constitution,  preserve  order,  appoint  committees,  decide 
all  questions,  give  his  opinion  on  any  question  under  discussion  af- 
ter others  have  spoken,  and  give  the  pasting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie* 
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Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  record  the  proceedings 
of  each  annual  session,  and  to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  minutes 
and  distribution  of  the  same  among  the  churches. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  funds 
sent  up  by  the  churches  or  collected  during  the  session  of  this  body, 
and  disburse  the  same  as  ordered  by  the  Association.  He  shall  make 
to  the  Association  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury 

Art.  9.  The  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  seven  members,  which 
committee  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Association  missions, 
and  colportage.  They  shall  have  power  to  disburse  all  sums  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  for  the  objects  under  their  charge, 
and  during  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  this  body,  to  receive 
and  disburse  funds  for  those  objects,  and  to  take  such  steps  for 
their  advancment  as  they  shall  deem  advisable^  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Association  of  their  doings. 

Art.  10.  This  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any 
of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

Art.  11.  This  Association  may  invite  visiting  and  corresponding 
brethren  to  seats,  and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  of  the  As- 
sociation, except  that  of  voting. 

Art.  12.  The  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  commence 
on  Thursday  before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  October,  at  such  place  as 
may  be  chosen. 

Art.  13.  By  appointment  of  this  Association,  there  shall  be  an  In- 
troductory Sermon  of  a  denominational  character,  an  Educational 
Sermon,  a  Temperance  Sermon,  a  Missionary  Sermon  and  a  Doc- 
trinal Sermon. 

Art  14.  That  we  shall  not  receive  any  ministers  in  our  Associa- 
tion or  pulpits  until  he  has  presented  his  credentials  and  recommen- 
dations from  said  church  and  Association  from  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber of,  and  upon  payment  of  $1.00,  he  may  become  a  member  of  this 
Association.  We  will  not  fellowship  any  of  our  churches  who  re- 
ceive any  disorderly  member  from  any  of  our  churches  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Association. 

Art.  15.  We  recommend  that  none  of  our  churches  in  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  elect  any  minister  as  their  pastor  until  he  has  pre- 
sented his  credentials  and  recommendations  from  his  church  and  the 
Association  which  he  is  a  member  of. 

Art.  16.  Each  church  shall  be  represented  by  sending  35  cents  to 
the  Association,  20  cents  for  the  Association  and  15  cents  for  the 
Educational  School  Fund.   This  is  to  be  paid  by  each  member  yearly. 

Art.  17.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  ses- 
sion by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

Fifth  Annual  Catalogue  of  the  Normal  Industrial 
Institute,  Jacksonville,  N.  C. 


Tenth  Session,  1920  and  1921. 

This  attached  form  of  catalogue  gives  sufficient  information  on 
course  of  study  and  expenses  and  regulations  for  one  to  thoroughly 
understand  the  object  of  the  school. 

The  school  is  under  the  auspices  and  supervision  of  the  Trent 
River  Oakey  Grove  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Location. — The  school  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the  A.  C.  L. 
Railroad,  the  only  road  between  Newbern  and  Wilmington.  It  is 
about  one-half  mile  from  the  town  of  Jacksonia,  via,  railroad,  and 
one  and  a  quarter  mile  to  the  court  house,  via  county  road.  Geo- 
graphically, the  location  is  full  of  interest.  The  soil  is  deep,  sandy 
loam,  produces  potatoes,  peanuts,  cotton  and  corn  in  large  quantities. 
It  is  favored  with  congenial  winds  and  sparkling  pure  water. 

Aim. — The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  teach  young  people  to  respect 
themselves  and  to  respect  others  as  well,  and  form  correct  habits 
of  life;  give  them  the  proper  mental  discipline,  that  they  will  fit 
themselves  to  fill  with  honor  the  various  positions  of  trust  in  the 
communities  where  they  live.  Boys  are  given  careful  attention 
to  the  moral  side  of  training.      The  school  is  not  sectarian. 

Land,  etc. — The  school  owns  about  2%  acres  of  land  and  three 
buildings.  The  main  buildings  are  the  school  buildings,  a  large 
two-story  building  with  auditorium,  recitation  rooms  and  an  accomo- 
dation for  twenty  young  men,  a  provision  arranged  for  young  men 
in  the  boarding  department. 

Membership. — All  applicants  for  membership  must  be  of  good 
moral  standing  in  the  community.  Those  from  distances  must 
furnish  letters  of  recommendation  of  same. 

Rules. — Few  rules  such  as  govern  the  best  regulated  homes  are 
given.  1.  Neatness  in  dress  and  person.  2.  Purity.  3.  Cleanli- 
ness of  desk,  books  and  room ;  4.  Courteous  to  teachers  and  fellow- 
students;  5.  Punctuality  in  duty,  earnest  devotion  to  study,  quiet- 
ness in  manner  of  all  movements  in  or  about  the  school;  obedience 
to  law  and  duty. 

Literary. — The  students  have  exercise  in  reading,  debating  and 
orating  as  often  as  twice  per  month. 
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Expenses. — Tuition  according  to  grade,  from  $1.00  to  $2.50  per 
school  month.  Tuition  and  board,  including  lights  and  laundry  for 
boys,  $10.50  per  school  month.  For  girls,  $9.00.  Girls  do  their  own 
work  to  keep  their  rooms  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 

Privileges. — Students  are  to  obey  orders  and  rules  of  the  school. 
They  are  not  allowed  to  leave  school  without  proper  per- 
mission. No  visiting  with  local  students  or  neighborhood.  Stu- 
dents are  expected  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  church  of  their 
choice  on  Sundays'  at  11:00  a.  m.,  and  2:30  p,  m. 

Our  Needs. — We  need  $2,000.00  to  complete  buildings  and  better 
equip  the  school;  $500.00  to  pay  indebtness. 

Domestics. — Sewing  is  the  principal  work  under  this  head:  Fancy 
work,  handicraft,  weaving  and  crocheting  ar  taught.  In  sewing, 
the  different  stitches,  button-holes  and  darning  are  given  first  atten- 
tion.     Other  work  comes  in  as  occasion  requires. 

Music. — Primary  ideas  are  given  special  attention. 

Growth. — We  are  increasing  as  the  times  move.  Four  counties 
are  supporting  us  with  103  students  enrolled  last  term. 

Miscellaneous. — Under  this  head  house-keeping,  community  ser- 
vice, country  life,  and  sociology  are  taught. 

Fees. — Registration,  50  cents. 

We  invite  a  closer  co-operation  of  patrons,  friends  and  officers. 
Your  visits  are  appreciated  and  prove  helpful  to  the  school.

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

TRENT  RIVER  OAKEY  GROVE  COLLEGI- 
ATE INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL,  Inc. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  Corporation  is  composed  of, 
and  limited  to  the  members  of  the  Trent  River  Oakey  Grove  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Association,  which  embraces  the  membership  of  the 
Missionary  Baptist  Churches  (colored),  of  all  of  Onslow  County,  and 
a  portion  of  Carteret,  Craven,  Jones  and  Pender  Counties,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

All  others  wishing  to  become  members  may  do  so  by  paying  an 
annual  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar  for  each  male  and  fifty  (50)  cents 
for  each  female  member,  to  become  due  on  the  1st  day  of  June  of 
each  year,  and  the  membership  of  all  such  members  shall  terminate 
of  the  1st  day  of  July,  unless  renewed  by  paying  the  annual  fee. 
Provided,  however  that  the  Association  by  a  majority  vote  may 
deny  membership  to  anyone  whenever  they  deem  it  to  the  best 
interest  of  this  Corporation,  or  revoke  the  membership  of  anyone 
whenever  they  become  detrimental  to  the  purposes  of  this  Cor- 
poration. 

Section  2.  The  membership  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  rep- 
resented in  all  membership  meetings,  by  the  Association,  which  is 
composed  of  the  several  pastors  and  three  (3)  delegates  from 
each  church  or  congregation,  elected  from  the  membership  of  said 
churches  and  congregations,  within  the  bounds  of  the  said  Association. 

Section  3.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
from  Thursday  to  Saturday,  inclusive,  before  the  third  (3rd)  Sunday 
of  October  in  each  and  every  year  at  such  place  as  may  be  chosen, 
when  there  shall  be  elected  by  a  pulrality  vote,  by  ballot,  fifteen  (15) 
directors  to  serve  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  pastors  and  delegates  each  shall  have  one  vote 
on  all  questions  except  the  election  of  directors,  and  then  each 
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shall  have  one  vote  each  for  the  full  number  of  directors  to  be 
elected. 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by- 
order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call 
such  meetings  upon  the  written  request  of  one-fifth  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Association. 

Section  5.*  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Association.  If  no  quorum  is  present  at  any  meeting 
it  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  shall  be 
present. 

Section  6.  Two  weeks'  notice  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  given  to  each  representative  personally,  by  mail 
to  his  last  known  address  or  by  publication. 

Section  7.  The  order  of  proceeding  at  all  membership  meetings  in 
the  Association  for  the  purpose  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  as 
follows : 

1st. — Reading  and  Approving  Minutes  of  Former  Meeting. 

2nd. — Report  of  Officers. 

3rd. — Reports  of  Committees. 

4th. — Reports  of  Board  of  Directors. 

5th. — Report  of  Nominating  Committee. 

6th. — Election  of  Board  of  Directors. 

7th. — Miscellaneous  Business. 

Section  8.  The  Association  shall  provide  a  committee  of  three 
members  known  as  the  Nomination  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  names  for  election  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  Said 
committee  to  be  appointed  on  motion  carried,  by  the  Moderator. 

'  ARTICLE  II. 

Board  of  Directors. 

Section  1  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
a  Board  of  Directors,  to  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  members,  to  be 
elected  annually,  to  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies  in  their  body,  from  the  representatives  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  said  representatives. 

Section  3.  The  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  or  ap- 
point all  necessary  officers  and  committees;  to  employ  principals, 
professors,  assistants  and  help  of  any  and  every  class  necessary 
for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  Corporation;  to  fix  the  amount 
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of  their  compensation,  to  prescribe  their  duties;  to  dismiss  any  ap- 
pointed officer,  agent  or  employee  without  previous  notice,  and 
generally  to  control  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  4  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  place  as  the  Association  on  Friday  before  the 
3rd  Sunday  in  October,  of  each  year,  and  at  the  Union  Meetings 
held  in  the  interval  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Association,  in  regular  business  meeting;  and  in  special  meet- 
ing at  any  time  on  the  call  of  the  President,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  President  to  call  a  special  meeting,  within  ten  days,  upon 
the  written  request  of  one-third  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which 
request  shall  state  the  purpose  of  the  call. 

Section  5.  One  week's  notice  of  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary,  to  each  Director  personally, 
by  mail  to  his  last  known  address;  and  the  purpose  of  the  meeting 
must  be  stated  in  the  notice  of  every  special  meeting;  also  the 
time  and  place  of  said  special  meeting. 

Section  6.  All  special  meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held 
^at  the  offices  of  the  Corporation  in  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  unless  more 
convenient  to  meet  elsewhere  when  the  President  shall  designate  the 
place  of  the  meeting  in  his  call. 

Section  7.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  Directors 
of  the  Corporation  in  all  business  meetings.  If  no  quorum  is  present 
at  any  meeting  it  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  a 
quorum  shall  be  present. 

Section  8.  The  order  of  proceeding  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  as  follows: 

1st.— Roll  call. 

2nd. — Reading  and  Approval  of  Minutes  of  Last  Meeting. 

3rd. — Reports  from  the  Officers. 

4th. — Reports  from  the  Committees. 

5th. — Filling  Vacancies  in  Board  of  Directors. 

6th. — Filling  Vacancies  of  Officers. 

7th. — Miscellaneous  Business. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  elect,  at  their 
regular  meeting  in  October,  the  following  officers,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified :  A  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurr- 
ing among  the  officers. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  confer  on  standing  com- 
mittees, hereinafter  provided  for,  and  any  special  committees  they 
shall  appoint,  power  to  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  they  are 
appointed. 

Section  4. — The  Directors  may,  in  the  absence  of  any  officer,  dele- 
gate his  power  and  duties  to  any  other  officer  or  to  a  Director,  for 
the  time  being. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors;  shall  see  that  all  orders  and  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  are  carried  out;  appoint  all  members  of  com- 
mittees not  otherwise  provided  for;  execute  all  conveyances,  con- 
tracts and  agreements,  authorized  by  the  Directors,  either  directly 
or  upon  the  recommendation  of  committees,  delegated  with  power 
to  contract  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  generally  see  that  all 
the  officers  and  agents  of  the  Corporation  perform  their  duties. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  the  Chairmen  and  pre- 
side over  their  respective  committees,  as  hereinafter  described;  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  President  they  shall  preside,  in  their  order,  at 
the  business  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  attend  to  any 
of  the  duties  as  President  they  have  the  power  to  perform. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  ex-officio  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  keep  the  minutes  of  all  proceedings  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  be  the  Custodian  of 
the  Common  Seal,  and  shall  attest  the  same  when  affixed  by  crder 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  Treas- 
urer, and  attest  the  same  after  being  signed  by  the  President 
ar?d  affix  the  Common  Seal.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  By-Laws  enjoin,  or  are  incident  to  his  office. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incident 
to  his  office,  and  usually  performed  by  a  Treasurer,  and  as  such, 
he  shall  collect,  receive  and  keep  in  safe  deposit  all  the  funds  coming 
into  his  hands;  endorse  and  collect  checks  and  negotiable  instru- 
ments, and  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements pay  all  orders  signed  by  the  President  by  authority  of 
the  Directors,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  with  the  Common  Seal 
affixed;  rendering  a  full  account  of  each  regular  Directors'  meeting. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  deliver  to  his  sue- 
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cessors  all  monies,  books,  papers  and  other  property  in  his  pos- 
session. The  Treasurer  shall  enter  into  a  good  and  sufficient  bond 
in  a  sum  in  the  discretion  of  the  Directors  conditioned  on  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties,  and  as  security  for  all  receipts  com- 
ing into  his  hands.  His  books,  records  and  accounts  shall  be 
open  for  inspection  at  all  times  to  a  committee  hereinafter  described, 
known  as  the  Auditing  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V.  . 

Committees. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  members  of  com- 
mittees, both  standing  and  special,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
or  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  regular  standing  committee  known 
as  the  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  five  members,  of  which 
the  first  Vice-President  shall  be  the  Chairman.  The  duties  of 
this  Committee  shall  be  to  promote  the  objects  of  this  Corporation 
by  securing  professors,  teachers  of  ability,  and  seeing  that  every 
teacher,  officer  and  employee  does  his  full  duty;  to  solicit  aid  for 
the  Corporation  from  the  various  sources,  keeping  accurate  accounts 
of  all  funds  coming  into  their  hands,  which  they  shall  turn  over 
to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  for  same,  and  to  have  general 
supervision  of  all  things  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  this  Corporation. 

And  to  report  of  all  proceedings  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  an  Auditing  Committee,  composed  of 
three  members,  of  which  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chair- 
man, the  duty  of  which  will  be  to  audit  all  accounts  of  the  Treasurer, 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  all  other  officers  and  a- 
gents  of  the  Corporation  of  every  kind  who  have  any  of  the  funds 
coming  into  their  hands,  and  make  their  reports  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendment  of  By-Laws. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Corporation  shall  have 
power,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Directors,  and  without 
the  asset  or  the  vote  of  the  membership,  through  its  representa- 
tives, to  make,  alter  and  amend  the  By-Laws  of  this  Corporation, 
in  meeting  assembled,  either  regular  or  special,  and  if  special 
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then  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  with  the  proposed  amendments  or 
alterations,  must  be  stated  in  the  call;  but  the  By-Laws  made  by 
the  Directors,  under  power,  may  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  mem- 
bership in  regular  meeting  assembled.
